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HOT DEMOCRATIC ROW 


OLD-TIME OONVENTION FIGHT IN 
THE TWENTY-THIRD WARD. 


Revolvers Fired, Faces Smasted; and Many 
of the Faithful Carted to Police Sta- 
tions in Patrol Wagons—Fallure After a, 
Roaring Riot to Make, a Nomination 
for Alderman at a Night Convention= 
Saloonkeepers Sullivan, Donahue, and 
Lyons the Candidates. 

After a wild day at the primaries, punct- 
uated with * smashed ’”’ faces, bleeding noses, 
and the rattling of loaded patrol wagons tak- 
ing the faithful heelers to police stations, the 
Democrats of the Té@enty-third Ward ended 
up last night with a grand row at an at- 
tempted convention. This was in a hall at 
Townsend and Locust streets. Notwithstand- 
ing every one but the delegates and alternates 
was barred from the hail and that there were 
almost twice as many policemen inside as 
delegates, the attempt was a fizzle and no 
candidate was named. Owing to the density 
of the riotous crowd about the doors at least 
one-third of the delegates were unable to gain 
admission. Throughout the entire meeting 
there was an uproar within and without. 
Revolvers were being (discharged and 
a patrol wagon was kept on the constant run 
carrying riotous and drunken Twenty-third 
Ward Democrats to the police station. By 
some mishap several of the delegates who 
failed to get into the hall were among the 
prisoners taken to the station. 

William Donahue had eight of the delegates, 
Thomas Sullivar three, and James Lyons six. 
But as four of Mr. Donahue’s men failed to 
get into the hall he had but little chance for 
the nomination. 

The convention assembled at 9 o’clock and 
for the first hour nothing was accomplished. 
Every delegate in the hall and every alternate 
tried to talk at the same time and each talked 
or rather shouted ag loud as he could, At 
frequent intervals the police had to come for- 
ward to separate delegates who had become 
involved, Towards 10 o’clock ex-Ald. Michael 
Sweeney was chosen Chairman. Then every 
delegate .began addressing the chair, In 
their ardor three or four of them 
climbed upon Mr. Sweeney’s table and left 
him no room to rap for order, This irritated 
him and he seized one side of the table and 
gave it a sudden tilt, precipitating the excited 
delegates to the floor. 

In this way another hour was consumed and 
then W. H. Garrity was chosen Secretary. 
Several attempts were made to have a roll 
call, but the Donahue delegates refused to 
permit it. The Sullivan faction insisted that 
it made no difference if some of the delegates 
were not present. The district primaries 
from which they came, the Fourth and Fifth, 
were “ fraudulently conducted.”’ 


Free for All in the Dark. 


At 11 o’clock some one turned the gas off 
at the meter. and for the next five minutes 
there was a free for all fracas, in which Chair- 
man Sweeney’s table was overturned. Candles 
were at length obtained and comparative or- 
der secured, But it didn’t last a minute. 
Finally the three candidates succeeded in 
crowding their way to the front and in getting 
momentary quiet. It was a sort of truce. The 
Lyons and Donahue delegates wanted to ad- 
journ until today, but Sullivan and his men

ue-Lyons portion left the hall, 
Those remaining insisted that the adjourn- 
ment was irregular and stood their ground 
denouncing Mr. Sweeney. Finally at 1 
o’clock this morning they gave in and every- 
body went out and joined the drunken mob in 
the saloons of the neighborhood and in the 
streets below. Another attempt will be made 
to hold the convention at 10 a. m. today. 
Lively Scenes During the Day. 
Things in general took on an exceedingly 
lively turn in the Twenty-third Ward yester- 
day afternoon. Business was practically sus- 
pended, that is all business save’ the whisky 
business, and that prospered to a great de- 
gree. The occasion for this unusual demon- 
stration was the holding of the Aldermanic 
primaries by the Democrats of the ward. 
That the whisky business thrived is not at all 
surprising, for three groggerykeepers were in 
the political field seeking the nomination. 
Three times the usual detail of police did 
duty in the ward, but. riotous out- 
breaks were frequent..and the patrol 
wagons were kept in. active |. service. 
Many loyal Democrats boasted that the Twen- 
ty-third Ward wus the “toughest ward in de 
city, see?’ One rum-soaked fellow near the 
polling piace at No. 124 Huron street gratui- 
tously informed a respectably dressed citizen 


whiskers and yanked him out of the line. 
Somebody else ‘‘smashed”’ the grabber in 
the face and a general free-for-all fight fol- 
lowed. The police had not been idle mean- 
time, but the mob considered it had a puil 
and only heeded the police when they used 
their clubs. 

As night approached the turbulence in- 
creased. The barkeepers in the adjoining sa- 
loon and the police were alike tired from the 
unusually violent exertions to’.which they 


were subjected. 
Police Kept on the Jump. 


The opening of the polls at No, 124 Huron 
street differed little from that at No. 115 
Market street. The surroundings were much 
the sane. There was an adjoining saloon 
which was liberally patronized. The thugs 
and dock-wallopers were of the same school 
as those who voted at No. 115 Market street. 
The police and barkeepers were kept on the 
jump. There were §ghts and brawls and ar- 
rests. 

There was another polling place that was 
even worse than those on Market and Huron 
streets. It wasinan.alley reeking with gar- 
bage and foul odors, in the rear of a groggery 
at No. 73 Milton avenue. ‘The alley is nar- 
row and unpaved, The tenement-houses in 
the neighborhood are mere shells of houses, 
decayed and tumble-down affairs, scarcely fit 
for human habitation. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances money is scarce there, but yester- 
day the groggery-shop candidates, through 
their lieutenants, spent it freely —pot for food 
but for whisky. 

The only polling place where comparative 
quiet reigned was at No, 216 Oak street, near 
Wells. Only six policemen were needed to 
preserve order there and the six were not at’ 
alloverworked. Through some mistake on 
the part of the three groggery-shop candidates 
this polling place was not located. either ad- 
§oining or in the rear of a saloon. As a4 con- 
sequence it had little attraction for the aver- 
age constituent of the candidates. 

The Goose Island toughs came across the 
river and took a hand in the fight at the poll- 
ing place at No. 196 Larrabee street, They 
shouted for the groggery-shop Candidates and 
drank freely of the grog and took a lively 
part in the general proceedings. A few of 
them. went home with badly disfigured faces 
and a few were lodged in the police station.

ings was started over one year ago, when il- 
lustrations ‘of the proposed Federal build- 
ing for Buffalo were published. Congress 
passed a law providing for competition, the 
object being to interest the best architects in 
the country. The Secretary, it is claimed by 
the institute, has ignored this statute and pro- 
poses to continue the old method of having 
the plans prepared atthe Treasury Depart- 
ment. The board of the American Institute 
of Architects consists of such men as D. H. 
Burnham, President, who was the Director of 
Works of the World’s Columbian Exposition ; 
Richard M. Hunt of Kew York, to 
whom was recently given the British 
gold medal for achievements in 
architecture and upon whom was conferred 
membership in the French Institute; Charles 
McKim of McKim, Meade & White, New 
York; George B. Post, President of the Na- 
tional Architectural League; ‘and Robert S. 
Peabody of Peabody & Stearn, Boston. The 
institute claims to be actuated by patriotic 
motives and the good of the entire country as 
opposed to the political control of the design- 
ing of the great buildings of the government.

WAR ON MIDDLEMEN. 


LOUISIANA STRAWBERRY GROWERS 
TO. IGNORE SOUTH WATER. 


Instead of Consigiing Their Fruit to Com- 
mission Merchants They Will Sell It at 
Auction=The Cost to Them, They Fig- 
ure, Would Be but Half the Sum They 
Now Pay — Strange Antipathy of the 
‘Southerners to Drummers= What Their 
Example May Lead To. 


Strawberry-growers in Louisiana have en- 
tered into a combination to inaugurate a new 
departure which protises, if successful, to 
affect seriously the business of South Water 
street commission merchants. These fruit- 
growers are said to be making negotiations 
with the Chicago Auction company to auction 
off directly from the cars all strawberries en- 
tering this city from Louisiana, which is one 
of the largest producing States. The object 
is todo away with the necessity of commis- 
sion merchants and all middlemen. By this 
plan buyers throughout the country will be 
invited to send their orders to or appear in 
person directly at the platform of the rail- 
wuys from the South. 

On the face of it the plan seems innocent 
enough, but it has a concealed significance of 
unexpected breadth. If the Louisiana peo- 
ple are successful with their strawberries 
growers in Mississippi and Tennessee stand 
ready to adopt the same methods. Illinois 
and. Michigan would in all probability fall in 
line. Further than this, if the plan succeeds 
with small fruits it will likely be pursued 
with vegetables, andin fact with almost all 
kinds of farm produce sold on South Water 
street. The occupation of commission mer- 
chants on that street, so far as collecting a com- 
mission for receiving and selling goods is 
concerned, would be gone. The auction-house 
can do the business for a commission of 5 
per cent and even at 244 per cent, whilé South 
Water street commission-houses usually re- 
ceive 10 per cent. 

Drammers Would Be Cut Off. 

From the growers’ standpoint this differ- 
ence in commission rates would not be the 
only saving. The new plan woulddo away 
with the employment of drummers by the 
com mission-houses, the cost of which eventu- 
ally comes out of the grower. Each of the 
leading firms on South Water street employs 
all the way from five to twenty traveling men, 
who journey through the country districts, 
especially in the South, and solicit shipments. 
The fruit-growers have observed that the trav- 
eling man stops at high-priced. hotels and 
spends money freely, while the grower ekes 
out a poor existence. The fruit-growers have 
become tired of this and have put their heads 
together to do away with the drummer. 

Ata recent meeting of the fruit-growers in 
Louisiana all the leading houses on South 
Water street except one were represented by 
drummers. The growers passed a resolution 
to the éffect that they would ship fruit only to 
the house that sent no drummer. 

The plan proposed to be followed by the 
strawberry growers has been pursued with 
success far some time by the California fruit- 
growers. Practically all the produce from 
the last-named State is sold by auction houses 
when it arrives here.’ South Water street 
commission merchants are forced to pur- 
chase their goods from these auction houses 
and are thus deprived of commissions usually 
obtained from the growers for receiving the 


the plan first went into ration Sout 
Water street people predicted for it failure. 
But it has been a decided success from the 
California growers’ point of view. 

' Merchants Are Apprehensive. 

Merchants on the street who have heara of 
the new methods proposed by the Southern 
growers view it with apprehension. Those 
who are fortunate enough to have steady buy- 
ers on their list throughout the country would 
not suffer much. However, it has become 
the custom in the leading towns in States sur- 
rounding Chicago to send brokers to this mar- 
ket to buy for the towm. These brokers are 
accustomed to patrotize South Water street 
merchants. In the event of being able to buy 
at auction direct from the cars these brokers 
would withdraw their patronage from South 
Water street. 

While viewing dubiously this new scheme 
for taking away their business, South Water 
street traders are also confronted with 
another difficulty in the shape of higher rents. 
Generally speaking, rents on the street have 
been raised during the winter in spite of the 
dullness incicent to the hard times. Tenants 
have been told, when protest was made 
against the advance, that they could move 
out if they did not like it. Trade has by

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MILITIA WANTED AT CRIPPLE CREEK. 


Sheriff Bowers Calls for Troops to Aid in 
Quelling Strikers. 

Cororapo Sprines, Colo., March 16,.— 
There is serious trouble in the Cripple Creek 
mining district tonight. Sheriff Bowers has 
called for troops of the Colorade National 
Guard to aid him in quelling the disturbances, 
and they are on the way to the camp, thirty 
miles distant. The telegraph and telephone 
wires have been cut. Strikers are making the 
trouble, which, it is thought, will break out 
first on Bull Hill. The Sheriff says a couple 
of hurdred men could easily overcome the 
watchman and small forces there. They 
would then march to Battle Mountain, where 
a lively fight would be likely to occur. The 
Battle Mountain miners are well armed. 

Crrppie Creek, Colo., March 16,—It is re- 
ported that six Deputy Sheriffs were arrested 
and disarmed by the authorities at Aul 
a few miles frém here, this evening, and 
several hundred armed men are making

Treasurer of the Irish National League of 
America, today issued on behalf of that or- 
ganization a manifesto to the Irish National- 
ists at home and abroad. The address con- 
demns Parliamentary methods as futile and 
advocates revolution as the only means by 
which Ireland can achieve the restoration of 
its rights. After declaring that the Irish 
cause has been betrayed by Gladstone and 
Rosebery the address says: 

Traitors have brought the Irish cause almost 
to the verge of ruin. The question is, who 
can save it? Rhetoricians or revolutionists? 
Rhetoric is a poor weapon in a struggle for lib- 
erty. Take the history of Ireland for a hundred 
years. What victories have the rhetoricians 
gained? None. Free trade—that is, the right of 
Ireland to trade on its own account—and legisla- 
tive independence were won not by the pen or by 
the tongue but by the sword. 

The manifesto then gives a retrospect of the 
various Parliamentary attempts made to se- 
cure self-government for Ireland between 
1793 and 1870 and concludes as follows: 

The campaignis not yet over, The struggle 
still goes on. A critical moment hascome. Let 
those who fight for the principle of Irish nation- 
ality close their ranks and smite the English foes 
and Irish traitors hip and thigh. Once again 
Ireland has got to depend onthe revolutionists. 
The revolutionists only can save it. We must 
have no more talk. We must have deeds. One 
blow struck atthe enemy is worth a thousand 
speeches. Remember this, each and every one 
of you, and the end of the struggle must soon 
come in a blaze of glory. Now for revolution 
and revolution only.

DOUBT AS TO RIGHT OF REMOVAL, 


Question Raised as to Whether the Gov- 
ernor Can Decaplitate. 

It has been intimated that in case Commis- 
sioners Wailer and Kirk should refuse to send 
in their resignations Gov, Altgeld would not 
have the power to remove them summarily. 
One reason given for this opinion is based on 
the analogy of the office of I'ark Commission- 
er to that of Justice of the Peace in Cook 
County., The Governor appoints the Justices 
of the Peace on the recommendaticn of the 
Judges and with the consent of the Senate, 
but no one ever dreamed that he could remove 
them. No more, itis said, can he remore 
Park Commissioners, who are appointed with 
the consent of the Senate, and who, like Jus- 
tices of the Peace, have only a local author- 
ity. 

It is not overlooked that in the case of the 
West Park Board, removed from office in 
1877 by Gov. Cullom, the Supreme Court 
sustained the Governor’s action, as narrated 
in Tur Trreung of yesterday. 
that as the Lincoln Park Board was created 
by a different act of the Legislature from the 
West Park Board, and with radically different 
provisions, in the case of 1877, is not appii- 
cable in the present instance. On this 
point, however, a reporter of Tue Tris- 
UNE yesterday consulted an eminent 
legal authority, without learning anything 
that would comfort the decapitated 
Commissionérs. The two boards, it was said, 
were organized under different statutes, it is 
true, but the statutes were alike in confer- 
ring on the Governor the power of appoint- 
ment, and it was on that ground alone that the 
Supreme bench decided that the Governor, by 
virtue of aclausein the Constitution, pos- 
sessed also the power of removal; and could 
remove without giving any reason for his 
action.

GOV. FLOWER’S TERMS REJECTED, 


Attorney-General Refuses to Act in Con- 


nection with District-Attorney. 

ALBANY, N. Y., March 16.—|Special.]— 
Troy’s Committee of Safety requested the 
Governor at yesterday's meeting to designate 
the Attorney-General of the State, Mr. Han- 
cock (Rep.), to conduct the prosecution in 
the election murder in Troy.

FOR PUBLIC FUND DEPOSITORILES., 
Ohie Legislature Proposes That Banks 
Shall Bid for County Moneys. 

Cotumsus, 0O., March 16.—[Special.]—A 
bill of great importance t> every ccunty in 
the State was introduced in the House by Mr. 
Miller of Cuyahoga and it will employ the 
public funds. It authorizes the Commissioners 
of every county in the State not now operat- 
ing under a similar law to create a depository 
for the public funds.

HIS ATTORNEYS SEOURE AN APPEAL 
TO THE SUPREME OOUBT.

Gravesend Board of Audit Says the Dis- 
crepancy in the Books of the Ex-Boss 
Is Large, $200,000 of Bonds Not Being 
Properly Shown=Sutherland Forfeits 
His BaileTestimony That Police at 
Elections Worked for the Democrats= 
General New York News. 


New York, March 16.—([Special.|—Judge 
Lacombe, in the United States Circuit Court, 
granted a petition today for the appeal of 
McKane’s case to the United States Supreme 
Court. A citation was signed and made re- 
turnable before the latter court of April 13. 
The petition was entered, by Lawyers Griffin 
and Atchison, who were unsuccessful the day 
before in obtaining from Judge Lacombe a 
writ of habeas corpus. The same grounds 
for an appeal were advanced as were 

to secure the writ—a _ vielation 
of Section 2, Article 4, of the Constitution 
of the United States and a violation of the 
fifth amendment of the Constitution. It is 
alleged by the lawyers that McKane should be 
admitted to bail while his case is pending be- 
fore the general term of the Supreme Court. 
In the assignment of error on the part of the 
United States Circuit Court the appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court states that 
Judge Lacombe erred in his decision that 
‘no sufficignt ground appeared for the allow- 
ance of the writ.”’ Lawyer Griffin will serve 
the citation upon Warden Durston of Sing 
Sing Prison. This is the regular notice of 
appeal of the opposition. 

The first. official announcement of the 
amount of bonds which John Y. McKane has 
-failed to account for to the Town of Graves- 
end was made today by the Board of Audit 
of the town. Charles E, Overton, a member 
of the board and Town Auditor, speaking for 
his associates, said that he had gone over the 
entire bond issue and found that McKane had 
failed to report for at least $200,000 
of the bonds and had disposed of 
some of them in an illegal manner. 
Friends of McKane declare that it 
makes no difference what the outcome of 
the investigation may be, as the estate is ex- 
hausted and the town must lose the money. 
The Taxpayers’ Investigation committee has 
developed more irregularities in the Excise 
Board on the saloon licenses and hack 
licenses. Mr. Overton claims that threats are 
being made by the friends of McKane that 
violence will be done persons who tell things 
against Newton and Sutherland, with a view 
of embarrassing the coming investigation of 
accounts. 

The Board of Audit has named Thursday as 
the day on which that body will expect a re- 
port of McKane’s affairs. No delay will be 
allowed. A peculiar situation of affairs is 
that the board is not in possession ef a single 
voucher from McKane for the year 1893. 
Overton said today that a peculiar thing about 
McKane is that, while he was seeing that other 
persons came to time, he forgot himself to 
pay his own expenses, and as this has been 
the case for several rears it places Mc- 
Kane in the debt of the town to a large 
amount. 

Kenneth F. Sutherland, Coney Island Justice 
of the Peace and lieutenant of John Y. Mc- 
Kane, convicted Wednesday on account of 
the part he took in the Gravesend 
election frauds, failed to appear 
in court for sentence today. As soon 
as Judge Brown took his seat Counselor 
Weinberg said that he believed that the 
prisoner was not preseut and he would there- 
fore move that jadgment be passed and that 
his bond of $2,500 be forfeited: Judge 
Brown said: “I am not disposed to impose 
a sentence on this prisoner during 
his absence. His bond are be 
forfeited and the warrant issued for his 
arrest.”’ Attorney Backus said he had re- 
quested Sutherland to be at his office, and he 
was informed that he would be there at 11 
o'clock yesterday morning. He failed to 
appear, but he received word that he would 
be there at 5 o’clock in the afternoon, but 
he did not dome. He had no desire to offer 
any excuse, and he had no _ expilana- 
tions to make in regard to his absence, and 
why he went away counsel could not explain. 
Counselor Weinberg said that Sutherland 
was under bonds on another indictment for 
$7,500, and he moved that that bond be for- 
feited. Judge Brown said that his bonds 
should be forfeited, but he would postpone 
any further action in the case until Monday 
morning. a 

District-Attorney Ridgway issued a bench 
warrant for Sutherland’s arrest, and Sheriff 
| Buttling sent two deputies on a hunt for him 
‘immediately. There are still three indict- 
ments against Sutherland—two for censpiracy 
and one for neglect of duty as a* member of 
the Town Board. It is said that the fugitive 
Justice has been stopping since Thursday 
evening with his uncle, Joseph Sutherland, 
Yonkers. When Sutherland stepped from the 
train Thursday evening there were many who 
recognized him. 

Supreme Court Justice Edgar M. Cullen in 
Brooklyn today rendered a decision in the 
local election cases in which fraud was 
charged which has fallen like a bombshell 
into the enemy’s camp. It has caused con- 
sternation in the ranks of the members of the 
Brooklyn “ ring,” ad has aroused 
more comment than anything that has 
happened since the defeat of the ‘*ring’”’ 
candidates at the late election and the convic- 
tion of John Y. MeKane. Justice Cullen’s 
decision is in effect that the grand jury has a 
right to indict for a misdemeanor. e con- 
sequences of this ruling may be both sweep- 
ing and startling, as its application to many 
cases of alleged misdemegnor is not unlikely 
to bring face to face with punishment a large 
number of offenders who hitherto have en- 
he immunity under a false construction of 

e law.

Investigation Shows That the Force Took 
a Partisan Part. 

Nzw York, March 16.—[Special.]—The Po- 
lice Investigating committee managed to ex- 
aminea good many witnesses today. The 
trend of the inquiry was to unearth election 
frauds. J. August Johnson, a lawyer, testi- 
fied that money was used at the polling place 
in the First Election District of the Twelfth 
Assembly District. Noattention was paid to 
a request he made of -the police to 
stop the illegal voting. Herman Gold. 
man said that he was a watcher at the 

olling place in the Twelfth Election 

istrict of the Third Assembly District and 
that he had been arrested by the policeman 
on duty for challenging voters and was fined 
$10 on a charge of making todo much noise. 
Louis Meyer,a Republican inspector, swore 
that Poiice Captain Devery instructed his 
subordinates election day after this fashion:

MEN REJECT PRESIDENT CLARK’S TERMS 


They Refuse to Cenfer on the Basis of His 
New Plans. 


Omana, Neb., March 16.—The conference 
between the employés and the receivers of the 
Union Pacific has flashed in the pan, at least 
temporarily. The men today refused to ap- 
pear before President Clark and begin their 
arguments. Yesterday Mr. Clark held that 
the conference was simply for the purpose of 
showing the reasonableness or unreasonable- 
ness of the new wage schedule proposed by 
the receivers The men do not take 
that view of the situation. They 
say they will only go into 
conference for the purpose of showing that 
the old. schedule was a binding contract on 
the old officials of the road which the re- 
ceivers must pa. The cause of the over- 
turning of all the prearranged plans was the 
statement issued by President Clark and 
given to the head of each organization of em- 
ployés represented at the preliminary meet- 
ing yesterday, which is substantially as fol- 
ows: 

The receivers of the Union Pacific system in- 
sist: 

First—That none of the rules, regulations, or 
schedules with respect to the wages of the em- 
ployés of the Union Pacific system which were in 
force prior to the receivership constituted con- 
tracts or relations tween any of the corpora- 
tions embraced in the*Union Pacific system and 
the employés. 

Second—That if any such contracts or contract- 
ual relations exis they were executory in 
character and notin any manner binding upon 
the receivers appointed by the courts to admin- 
ister the railway lines and properties of the 
Union Pacific system as a trust estate. 

If either of the above propositions are denied 
by any of the employés an issue of law is raised 
which must be submitted to the toeuart for decis- 
ion, and with respect to which there is nothing 
to negotiate. 

I have not invited any employés or their repre- 
sentatives to confer with me at this conference 
except those with respect to whom the receivers 
are now proposing to putinto force and effect 
the new schedules of pay, and there are no dif- 
ferences at the present time between the receiv- 
ers and any other classes of employés which ean 
be property considered in this conference called 
by order of the court. Iam, therefore, prepared 


’ to take up with the proper representatives of the 


sepeeipannane of the Union Pacific sys- 
ployés: , 

First, the Brotherhood. of Locomotive Engi- 
neers: second, the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen; third, the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors; fourth, the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen; and fifth, the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers, the matters of the proposed new 
rules, regulations, and schedules of pay affecting 
the three classes of employés represented by 
these organizations.

When the hour for the convening of the 
conference arrived this morning not a man of 
the employés put in an appearance at head- 
quarters, The men are now holdmg a private 
conference, but. they say they will never sub- 
mit to the order issued by ‘the receivers.

ANTI-A. P. A. MEETING. 


LARGE OROWD GATHERS IN A THE- 
ATER AT MILWAUKEE. 


John Toohey Makes the Principal Address 
and Denounces the A. P. A. as a Trea- 
sonable Organization, Whose Principles 
Are Contrary to the Constitution of the 
United States<Bill in New York Legis- 
lature tq Prohibit Foreign Flags on 
Public Buildings, 


Mitwavuxgr, Wis., March 16.—[Special, }— 
The Standard Theater was crowded tonight 
with members of the Columbian League and 
hundreds of people were turned away. The 
meeting was called as a protest against the A. 
P. A. It was addressed by John ‘Toohey, J. 
W. Bass, Vice-President of the Chamber of 
Commerce, and Paul D. Carpenter. Mr. 
Toohey, the principal speaker, denounced the 
A. P. A. in unmeasured’ terms, He said in 
substance: 

‘** We are assembled not as Kepublicans or 
Democrats, or members of any other political 
party, but we are here in a loftier capacity 
than any mere partyship relation can confer 
upon us, as American citizens standing upon 
the Constitution of the United States as our 
platform of principles, and for the purpose of 
registering our protest and putting the seal of 
public condemnation upon that un-American, 
proscriptive, secret. political organization 
known as the Aimerican Protective Associa- 
tion. 

_“* The principles embodied in the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, fundamental law of 
this land, ought to be good enough and broad 
enough for any political party within the con- 
fines of this republic. But the trouble with 
it is that it is too broad and too tolerant to 
suit Canadian-Orangemen, Tory-Americans, 
and the horde of bankrupt politicians who as- 
semble behind locked doors and screened 
windows to plot and plan in order to under- 
mine and nullify the principles of 
religious : liberty and equality which are 
guaranteed »y the Constitution. The cor- 
ner-stone of the A. P. A. is in direct conflict 
with the letter and the spirit of this organic 
law. Its members take a solemn oath that 
they will apply a religious test for public 
office. They forget that this isa government 
of the people, by the people, and for the peo- 
ple; that it is not for Protestants, Catholics, 
Jews, or non-believers, but for all the people, 
without regard to race, religion, color, or pre- 
vious cor. dition of gervitude,”’ 

He said that the members of the A. P. A. 
forgot that the underlying principle of this 
country is *‘no taxation without representa- 
tion,’’ yet they would disfranchisea large por- 
tion of the people of this country, and at the 
same time would compel them to bear their 
proportion of the burden of the taxation. 

Accused of Treason, 

‘* This is the patriotism, the doctrine of the 
Tories and of Benedict Arnold,” he said. 
** For the last six months these A. P. A. have 
been meeting behind closed doors and dis- 
cussed in secret the qualification which their 
candidates should have: They have not the 
courage to come out and — advocate 
their principles, but they in secret de- 
termine that they shall use the old 
political rties to mask their A. P. 
Aism. eir secrecy gives them 
the opportunity to plot against mot only the 
political rights, but against their business in- 
terests. The A. P. A.’s are guilty of treason 
against the Americaa Government, 

“The excuse which they give for their 
treason is that the Catholics exert too much 
influence in the government.

h NEW ZEALAND’S PLAN OF TAXATION. 


Report on an Alleced Successful System by 
Consul J. D. Connolly. 

Wasurxctrox, D. C., March 16.—John D. 
Connolly, United States Consul at Auckland, 
New Zealand, has sent an interesting report 
on the results of the new system of taxation 
practiced in that country and which is similar 
to the income and land tax so much discussed 
in the United States. The Consul says: 

The most determined opposition to the “new 
taxation’ came from the moneyed institutions, 
loan companies, and the owners of vast landed 
estates. It was found, however, as soon as the new 
system became law and was thoroughly estab- 
lished and fully understood that instead of in- 
volving the colony in ruin it had exactly the con- 
tsare oltect. New Zealand's credit is better to- 
day in the London money market than is that of 
any other colony in Australia. The purpose of 
the government has teen to relieve the * weak- 
lings’ from the burden of taxation and place it 
on the shonlders of ’ those better able to bear it. 
The effort has been appreciated aad the govern- 
ment awarded by the largest majority known in 
recent years, 

The new scheme of taxation briefly stated 
by Consul Connolly is: 

A graduated land tax. For this all improve- 
ments are deducted, but an owner is not allowed 
to make any deductions for mortgages owing by 
him and he has not to include in his return any 
mortgages owing tohim. This tax is only laid 
upon lands exceeding in value $25,000 less im- 
provements, and ranges from one-eighth pence to 
two pence per pound sterling. Absentee land- 
lords are taxed 20 percent in addition. There 
is also an income tax to which there 
are many exemptions. For instance, 
all incomes from mortgages and_ rents 
from land or produce of land derived by the 
owner or occupier are exempt. The result is 
that only a small peeporticn of the people pay 
this tax, which, though conceded to be just, is 
regarded with aversion, owing to its inquisito- 
rial character. Close scrutiny of the tist has 
been repaid by many additions. The graduated 
tax on land values over $25,000 was intended to 
compel possessors of large estates or speculative 
holders to subdivide and offer the land for settic- 
ment. This is having the desired effect, and 
many of the immense estates are being offered to 
the government at their tax values, while others 
are being cut up in farms ane offered at auction.

CHANGES IN THE ARMY PROJECTED. 


Important Clauses Are Injected Into the 
Regular Appropriation BIL. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., March 16.—The army 
appropriation bill was completed by the 
House Committee on Military Affairs today. 
It appropriates a total of $23,677,284. The 
estimates were $25,342,918. The appro- 
priation last year was $24,208,639. There 
are reductions all along the line. Aside from 
the reduction the bill makes important 


changes in the organization of the army. | 


The commanding officer of the army, 
now Gen, Schofield, is 
Lieutenant-General. The Major-Generals, 


now numbering three, are to be reduced to 


| two, one of whom shall be the Commander of 
| the army with the brevet of Lieutenant-Gen- 


eral. Other important changes effected are as 


| follows: The law is repealed which puts gen- 
| eral service clerks and messengers on the re- 


tired list. The medical corps is to be reduced 
gradually, no new appointments to be made 
until the total is down toninety. This is 
thirty-five below the present force. Chaplains 
are alsd to be gradually reduced, They now 
number thirty, but no further appointments 
are to be made until the total is down to 
twenty. The authority is given to army posts 
to employ chaplains from private life at sal- 
aries not to exceed $1,500 a year. The al- 
lowances for the general staffs are for the reg. 
ular salaries fixed by law, and no 
change is made in the Adjutant- 
General’s department, ' Inspector-General’s 
department, Cotps of Engineers, Pay De- 
partment, and Judge Advocate General's 
department. A proposed change, making the 
future rankofthe Judge Advocate-General 
that of Colonel, Was abandoned. The Chief 
Signal Officer is to have the rank of Colonel 
when the present incumbent retires, The al- 
lowances to the various departments is as 
follows: 

Subsistence, $1,650,000, a reduction of $50.,- 
000 from last year. Quartermaster’s depart- 
ment, $2,400,000, a reduction of $125,000: pur- 
chase of horses reduced $30,000 ; transpertation, 
$2,500,000, a reduction of $100,000. The bar- 
racks and quarters appropriation is reduced 
00,000, and the medical department suffers a 
reduction of $25,000.

ADMINISTRATION OF NAVAL AFFAIRS. 


Representative Cummings Presents Bills 
That Have Departmental Approval.

secutive terms of enlistment in the navy or 
one in the marine corps’ and has been honor- 
ably discharged, shall be admitted to citizen- 
ship upon his petition without previous dec- 
laration of intention; and, providing that 
whenever the punishment or conviction of an 
officer is left to the discretion of the court- 
martial the punishment thereof shal! not, in 
time of peace, be in excess of a limit which 
the President may prescribe.

CIVIL SERVICE LAW FINDS FAVOR. 


Adverse Reports. Are Made on Bills to 
Abolish the Statute. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 16.—An impor- 
tant meeting of the Committee on Reform in 
the civil service was held today, at which the 
attitude of the quorum of members present 
regarding the proposed abolition of the civil 
service law was fully shown. There were sev- 
eral bills having this object in view before 
them which had been in the hands of the sub- 
committee for some time. That having in 
charge Representative Fithian’s bill on the 
subject reported it adversely, and this 
report was accepted by the committee. 
The bill. introduced by Representative 
Alderson of West Virginia, which had prac- 
tically the same purpose in view, was also re- 
ported adversely by the subcommittee and 
the report was accepted, although this bill 
was left in the legislative condition in which 
it may be reconsidered. An adverse report 
was also made by a subcommittee on the bill 
introduced by Representative Wheeler of Ala- 
bama, revising the civil service law and pro- 
posing that the list of eligibles shall be de- 
termined by the heads of the depart- 
ment needing the cierks instead of 
by the Civil Service Commission. 
The full committee accepted this report alw>, 
The action 


was not, however, it is said, by any means 
unanimous, thus indicating that a division of 
sentiment existed regarding the legislation 
proposed by the bill.

EDITOR GODKIN ON MUNICIPAL REFORM, 


The New York Man Tells Philadelphians 
What Are the Conditions and Needs, 


Puicape puta, Pa., March 16.—[Special.] 
—The reform and fashionable element of 
Philadelphia turned out tonight to hear what 
a: New York expert on reform could tell them 
about getting city governments out of the 
hands of politicians. The occasion was one 
of the regular scientific sessions of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Political and Social Sci- 
ence and Editor Gcdkin of the New York 
Post was the principal speaker. Edmond 
Kelly, Seeretary of the City club of New 
York, made a bright speech, and the Rev. 
Leighton Williams. who is trying to do some 
practical reform work in New York, was fre- 
quently applauded. 

Philadelphia reformers are full of one idea, 
the separation of municipal from national 
politica. They have organized a municipal 
party which has thus far been conspicuous 
only for its convincing arguments during 
campaigns and terrific defeats at the polls. A 
supper and reception to Mr, Godkin followed 
the discussion. efore the meeting he was 
dined at the University club by Mr. J. G. 
Rosefigarten. 

Mr. Godkin took New York as a typical 
American city, contending with the evils and 
difficulties which more or less afflict them all. 
He traeed the history of its government from 
the convention of 1821, dwelling particularly 
on the way in which the Legislature has 
gradually assumed the control of the city in 


complete disregard of the wishes of the in- | 


habitants. Mr. Godkin spoke of the special 
difficulties created for city government by 
universal suffrage, or of the government of 
the rich’ by the poor, and of the necessity 
under which all cities labor of being made 
heaithy and beautiful and generally attractive ; 
of the general tendency of late years to seek 
municipal reform through a sort of 
dictator in the person of a _ power- 
ful Mayor and of the advantages and disad- 
vantages of this system; of the desirableness 
of always filling this office by a man who has 
succeeded in some private pursuit and of the 
mischief which has resulted in New York 
from the disregard of this rule, 

Finally Mr. Godkin pointed out the special 
reason why in nearly all our large cities the 
bad element in the population finds it easy to 
get possession of the government, that reason 
being that they are the only element which at 
elections is occupied solely with municipal 
problems, the better class being occupied gen- 
erally with Federal problems. In other words, 
the attempt to govern American cities on 
party lines has proved a great failure for 
which there is no remedy but a complete 
change in the mental attitude of the better 
class towarde municipal government. And 
in closing Mr. Godkin discussed the possibil- 
ity and probability of this change. 

The Rev. Leighton Williams of the Amity 
Baptist Church, New York, emphasized the 
need ofa positive program. Briefly, a few of 
the elements in the present conditions of our 
city life which enhance this need are: The 
rapid growth of cities from a-thirtieth to a 
third of our national population; the greater 
complexities of social relations in city life; 
the defective social adjustments in our large 
cities; the corrupting influence of wealth and 
the air of a prevalent commercialism which 
affects the popular standards of opinion and 
judgment; the growth, where overcrowding 
with other ittendant evils has been permitted 
to increase, of the dependent classes beyond 
their natural limits. This need is not met by 
the so-called reform movements, which are 
too limited in scope. They are negative and 
destructive rather than positive and con- 
strzctive, ae 

Mr. Williams then outlined a positive pro- 
gram. It should aim to secure the following 
conditions: None without work who are 
able to work; none in want who cannot help 
themselves; none without education who can- 
net acquire it for themselves. Then we 
should have a general municipa) government 
act passed by the State prohibiting *gislative 
interference in local concerns and .unferring 
ample local powers. There should be a con- 
tration of power in a large Municipal Council 
anda Mayor with large appointive powers, 
and the dependence of all appointive depart- 
ments on the will of the Mayor and this body 
combined. The municipal functions should be 
extended to alldepartments of municipal work, 
not against individual liberty, but with the 
idea of securing equality of individual liberty. 
The general trend of thought is from the lim- 
ited franchise to the universal franchise. The 
cause of progress would be served by the sep- 
aration of municipal from State and national 


issues, with separate elections.

The stalwart 
Congressman was beaming with his peren- 
nial freshness and shaking hands

He put both arms around 
mé, kissed me, drew my arm through his. and 
led me toa carriage. He told me that all his

She had lived at No. 25 Lafayette Square 
for a few days during that visit, had seen Mr. 
Breckinridge every day, and added: ‘“ He 
said that he had marricd his second wife four- 
teen months after the death of his first wife, 
and a year after the death of his second wife 
would not be too soon to marry me, I told 
him we ought not to marry for two yeers and 
proposed to go with Miss Willard or a school 
trip fur young ladies in Europe. He said I 
muse not go and leave him living in rooms—a 
thing he had not done for thirty years. He 
put it on the ground that I would be selfish to 
go, and I did not.”’ 

Had Miss Willard’s Confidence, 


A letter dated Gray Gables, -Buzzard’s Bay, 
Mass., in October, 1892, from Miss Catherine 
Willard, and which referred to the proposal 
that Miss Pollard join the European party 
was read to the jury. 

Col, Breckinridge had paid the expenses of 
Miss Pollard on her New York visit in the fail 
of 1892. The question of marriage was re- 
sumed at this time, and although no date was 
fixed the Colonel always insisted that a year 
after his wife’s death, which would be in the 
spring of 1893, would be the time most suita- 
ble to him. Miss Poilard said that once, on a 
lecturing trip to New England, she had ac- 
companied Mr. Breckinridge. During her 
stay at Mrs. Thomas’, at No. 1918 H street, 
Washington, in 1892 and 1893, she had seen 
Col. Breckinridge always once a day, some- 
times twice a day, and often in the evening. 
She had spoken of the engagement to Mrs. 
Thomas, and she repeated the circumstances 
related by. Witness Claude de la Roche 
Francis. Col. Breckinridge had exvressed re- 
gret that she had met Francis, because he 
knew many Kentuckians, and the engagement 
would be spread all over Kentucky before 
they were ready to have it known. The visit 
to Mrs. Blackburn was also rehearsed by Miss 
Pollard, and Mrs. Blackburn’s testimony was 
fully corroborated in every detail. 


Her Arms Around His Neck. 


* Tasked Mr. Breckinridge then,” said Miss 
Pollard, ‘as he was talking of going to Chi- 
cago, to name the da}¥ when he would marry 
me. I think I knelt down beside him and put 
one arm over his shoulder, but Mrs. Black- 
burn objected.”’ 

Going bac« almost ten years, to the time of 
her first meeting, Miss Pollard testified: ** In 
April of 1884 | was called te see my sister 
who was sick at Frankfort. Mr. Rhodes had 
put me on the ear at Lexington. Before the 
train had goue far a gentleman came to me, 
saying: ‘ Your face seems very familiar; don’t 
I know you?’ I replied: ‘I think not, but I 
know you. You are Col, Breckinridge.’ He 
asked if he could come and see me. I said: 
‘My mother and my aunt will be glad to see 
you.’ After a short conversation he Jeft me.”’ 

Miss Pollard’s version of her relations with 
James C. Rhodes did not vary essentially 
from the accounts heretofore published. This 
brought her up to-the point where she had 
sent for Col. Breckinridge to advise her re- 
garding Rhodes’ threat to compel her to mar- 
ry him, and the manner in which the Con- 
gressman had put himself in the position of 
a relative in the sight of the school principal 
and others. The second time he came to see 
her at the school he took her riding ina 
closed carriage, saying the air affected his 
throat. She wentto the St. James Hotel in 
Cincinnati in February, 1885, by Col. Breck- 
inridge’s direction, to consult with female 
physicians. She was particularly enjoined - 
not to say anything that would .connect Col. 
Breckinridge with her condition at that time, 


Breckinridge Her Only Love. 


Miss Pollard said Col. Breckinridge fur- 
nished the money to defray her expenses at 
Cincinnati and at the foundling asylum, and 
that he was the father of the child to which 
she gave birth May 29, 1885. She denied 
with all the emphasis of which she was capa- 
ble that she had since she met Col. Breckin- 
ridge ever been intimate with any other man. 
Col, Breckinridge had taken her to the Els- 
merein 1887, where she passed under the 
name of Mrs. Foster, Col. Breckinridge rep- 
resenting Limself as Mr. Foster. She ieft the 
Elsmere in a few days because Col. Sam Wal- 
ter had recognized Col. Breckinridge and told 
people in the house that his name was not 
Foster. Attorney Stoll asked if she still had 
a certain note from Col. Breckinridge which 
was mentioned casually. and Mias Pollard re- 
plied: *‘I presume it is destroyed. Col. Breck- 
inridge always told me to destroy all his let- 
ters and 1 obeyed until recently.”’ 

Miss Pollard also testified concerning the 
birth of her second child in 1888. She pro- 
duced on request of her counsel ali letters 
and telegrams from Col. Breckinridge that 
she had preserved. They abound in terms of 
endearment and advice affecting her condi- 
tion. e was also a copy in Miss Pollard’s 
handwriting of a note she had sent the de. 
fendant, which began “* My Dear Willie.” 

Went With Him on Lecturing Tours. 


Miss Pollard testified that Col. Breckingidge 
had taken her with him on several : 
when he went out of the city to address relh 
ious bodies. He had given her no reason for

Secret Marriage Not a Bar to Damages. 


The point in the case today of greatest in- 
terest in legal circles was the corroboration of 
the rumor that Col. Breckinridge was gee | 
married to Mrs. Louise Wing in New Yor 
last April, three months before the public 
ceremony in Cincinnati. When Col. Breckin- 
ridge was shown the dispatch from New York 
he refused to admit its truth or to contradict 
it. His counsel and law partner, Col. Shelby, 
however, confirmed the report., Attorney 
Stoll said when inquiry was made whether the 
defense would on this earlier mar- 
riage: ‘It would not be proper to fore- 
cast our case at this stage, but I will 
say that Col. Breckinridge is to take the stand 
very soon, and it will all be made known. 
Until then neither Col, Breckinridge nor his 
counsel would be wise to discuss the defense. 
As forthe marriage certificate filed by Dr. 
Paxton, of course that speaks for itself.’ 

Jt is improbable afterall that this secret 
marriage will constitute a new legal factor in 
the case, for while it occurred April 29 the

BRECKINRIDGE’S SECRET WEDDING, 


It Took Place in afin of Last Year in a 
Minister’s Parlor, 


New Yorx, Mareh 16.—[Special.]}—Much 
surprise was created at the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics this morning by the filing of a mar- 
riage certificate in this city showing that Col. 
W.C. P. Breckinridge was married to Mrs. 
Louise R. S. Wing in New York by the Rev. 
Dr. John R. Paxton April 29,1893. By the 
marriage certificate it appears that they were 
married at No. 61 West Forty-sixth street 
April 29, 1893, marriage witnessed 
by Mary L. Paxton and Helen M. Collier, and 
the envelope in which was the certificate has in 
the corner: “ Return to C. F. B., No, 51 West 
Forty-sixth street, if not delivered in two 
days.’’ C, F. Butler, a colored man, who for 
years was a confidential servant to Dr. Pax- 
ton and who his correspondence, 
when seen made this explanation: ‘I sent 
that certificate down to the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics on the doctotr’s order. He tele- 
graphed me Monday to see if such a docu- 
ment was in the house, and if so. to mail it at 
once to the Bureau of Vital Statistics. Col. 
Breckinridge cailed one afternoon and asked 
for Dr. Paxton, I think that was the after- 
noon before the marriage. I was not present 
at the ceremony and did not see the bride.” 
“* Has Dr. Paxton ever explained the delay in 
sending the certificate to the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics?’ ** No, but I think it was ail owing 
to his sickness.”’ 

The certificate was not correctly made out. 
In it the name of the groom is given as ©. P. 
Breckinridge, while the age of the. bride is 
omitted. . Dr. Nagle; Registrar of the Health 
Department, has written the Rev. Dr. Paxton, 
notifying him of the defects in the certificate 
and demanding an explanation of the failure 
to report it within ten days after the perform- 
ance of the ceremony, such failure being in 
violation of law and subjecting Dr. Paxton to 
a penalty of $10. 

PirtssurG, Pa., March 16.—[Special.]— 
The Rev. Dr. John R. Paxton, formerly of 
New York, who is now visiting relatives Raia. 
confirms the report that Congressman Breck. 
inria4ge was secretly married by him nearly a 
year ago to Mrs. Louise Wing. Dr. Paxton 
says the marriage took oe in his parlors at 
7:30 p. m., April 29, of last year.

The Reichstag Passes the Commercial 
Agreement by a Large Majority. 

Bentix, March 16.—The Reichstag finally 
passed the Russo-German commercial treaty 
today by a large majority. 

When the debate on the treaty was resumed 
Herr Hammerstein, Conservative, said the 
treaty instead of becoming a milestone in 
German history, as described by Baron 
Mureschall von Bieberstein, the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, would rather be a 
gravestone inscribed: ‘Here lies German 
hasbandry, which will not long be survived 
by German industry.”

During the course of the debate Count 
Herbert Bismarck said the remark that ‘‘ the 
way to Constantinople is through the Brand- 
euburg gate” did not emanate from his 
father, who, according tothe Count, aiways 
held that Germany had no interest in the 
Mediterranean or in the East. The remark, 
he said, emanated from the present Chancel-

LUCANIA MAKES A NEW RECORD, 


Cunard Steamer Cuts a Couple of Hours 
Off the Westward Time. 

QvuEENsTOWN, March 16.—The Cunard line 
steamer Lucania from ‘New York, which 
arrived here at 3 o'clock this morning, made 
the trip in*“five days, thirteen hours, and 
eleven minutes. While this trip is one hour 
and four minutes longer than that made by 
the Campania in November last, it really 
makes a new winter recerd, asthe Campania’s 
record of five days, twelve hours, and seven 


- minutés was made over the shorter northerly 


route, On the present voyage the Lucania 
covered 2,894 miles over the long southerly 
route; this is eighty-two miles more than the 
Campania covered on its record-breaking trip. 
The hourly average time by the Lucania was 
21.73 knots; had it traveled the northerly 
route and made the same average time and 
covered the same number of miles as the 
Campania, its time would have been five days, 
nine hours, and twenty-four minutes, or two 
hours and forty-three minutes less than the 
present record. In calculating the speed of a 
steamer, the distance covered per hour is the 
real test of its capability, and the Lucania’s 
speed of 21.73 miles has not been equalled 
‘by any other vessel. The daily runs of the 
Lueania were 46, 491, 502, 516, 508, 510, 
321. 

DANGEROUS MAN OUT OF THE WAY. 


Anarchist Blown Up in Paris the Author 
of Several Dynamite Outrages. 

Paris, March 18.—The police of this city 
are convinced that the man passing as Ra- 
bardy, the author of the bomb outrages in the 
Rue St. Jacques, and in the Hotel on the Rue 
St. Denis, and Pauwells, the Anarchist who 
was killed yesterday afternoon, were one and 
the same individual. The bombs or infernal 
machines used in all these cases were of the 
same caliber. The person wanted by the 
police for the two outrages previous to that 
of yesterday lacked one of his front teeth, 
and the man blown to pieces in the church 
also lacked a front tooth. 

To Suppress Commune Celebrations, 

It is expected that the Socialists and others 
will attempt to hold a demonstration on the 
anniversary of the proclamation of the Com- 
mune of Paris. The government has decided 
to oppose any manifestation on that occasion. 
M. Raynal, Minister of the Interior, has sent 
a circular to the Prefects of all the depart- 
ments, instructing them to learn what public 
manifestations are being arranged for, and 
ordering them to adopt vigorous measures to 
suppress any attempted demonstration.

Governor. 

The feeling of the community is shown fair- 
ly on the telegram sent to Washington by 
leading business-men asking that, legally or 
not, the United States troops be Allowed to 
protect the peace against the Governor’s an- 
tics. Uptothis evening Gen, McCook says 
he is without orders from Washington. 

Gen, McCook days there is no doubt that 
had a gun been fired yesterday the Governor 
would have been lynched within half an hour, 
to the State’s lasting disgrace. Gen. McCook 
says he has the United States troops here only 
to protect public property, and they will re- 
main in town until the excitement is over, 
especially since there is a large number of 
desperate ‘men in town ready to foment riot 
so as to make robbery possible, 

The Governor has not ordered the outside 
militia to come to Denver, but they are un- 
der orders and drawing pay. He has instruct- 
ed livery stable men to have 100 horses ready 
for his use tomorrow. This strange order has 
added to the general uneasiness. 


The old board holding the city hall says it. 


will defy the whole State militia, which can- 
not muster much over 800 men. 

The State troops at Durango, Boulder, 
Colorado Sprir%s, Grand Junction, and other 
centers have been uniformed and under arms 
all day, ready to take special trains to Den- 
ver, and the State troops in ghis city have 
been on call, Exciting reports have been fly- 
ing all over the State. Many people regard 
the Governor’s military demonstration as a 
big bluff to show his contempt for Judge 
Graham’s injunction and compel the Judge, 
if possible, to arrest him. 

Gen. McCuock has removed his troops from 
the Union Depot to the Gettysburg Building 
on Champa street. There they will remain 
until further orders. 

At 8 o’clock this morning the militia was 
withdrawn from around the city hall and the 
streets leading to the building which yester- 
day afternoon were packed with 40,000 peo- 
ple were almost deserted. The police force, 
greatly reinforced since yesterday, was still 
under arms at thecity hall. It is understood 
their fighting force numbers about 350 men, 
and that under no circumstances will they 
surrender. 

Altercation with McCook. 

At 10 o’clock Gov. Waite had an interview 
with Gen. McCook. The conference, which 
was held in the presence of no other person, 
lasted but a short time, and, it is understood, 
was exceedingly peppery, the Governor being 


angry because Gen. McCook refused to aid ~ 


the Governor in his purpose to seat the new 
Commissioners, but confined himself to dis- 
persing the crowd and maintaining the peace. 
At the termination of the interview the Gov- 
ernor sent Gen. McCook the following letter: 
, Yesterday at about 5 p.m., on informal notice 
that you would put seven companies of the United 
States troops in Denver at my call I inferred that 
vour object was to assist the State in the en- 
forcement of the law, as you were present in 
Denver and knew that the city compa- 
nies of the National Guard had . been 
called out by me as Com mander-in- 
Chief and were at the time in duty 
in the streets hear thecity hall. I therefore re- 
quested that you move the United States troops 
to the city, but l was careful to specify in my 
letter that the object of the call of the United 
States troops was that they might assist the State 
troops in the execution of the laws and in pre- 
venting bloodshed. In conversation with you 
this morning at your office I find that in your 
opinion you have no such right. I therefore most 
respectfully withdraw my request for United 
States troops. 

This letter is taken as an evidence that the 
Governor is weakening and will soon accept 
any reasonable proposition to compromise 
that may be offered him. Gen. McCook did 
not anawer the letter and will take no further 
action until he hears from Washington. Gen. 
McCook declares that Gov. Waite makes sev- 
eral erroneous statements,one of which is that 
he said for what purpose he desired the gov- 
ernmenttroops. Gen, McCook says Gov. Waite 
did not specify for what purvose they were 
wanted, 

Would Hold Waite for Murder. 


Judge Bailey has issued an order for the 
drawing of a grand,jury to meet Monday. 
District-Attorney Steele has for some time 
been contemplating the calling together of a 
grand jury to act on several cases pending, 
and he thinks it would be well to have it in 
eession until the danger of riot is passed. 

** Ifanybody is killed in the controversy be- 
tween Gov. Waite and the old Police Board, 
the person who does the killing and the one 
who incites the act will be tried for murder,”’ 
said District-Attorney Steele today. This 
means that Gov. Waite will be tried for mur- 
der if anybody is kilied in the dispute now on. 

Judge Graham, who issued the injunction 
against Gov. Waite and his new police board, 
restraining them from interfermg with the 
old nembers, and which had caused all the 
disgraceful proceedings of the last few days, 
today said: ‘*I shall take no action on the 
application made to me for a 
writ of attachment for Gov. Waite 
for contempt, unless there is . scme 
change in the situation. Unless thereisa 
new display of force at the city hall, or some. 
body is hurt, or some other ‘mportant change 
in the present status of things takes place the 
situation does not call for action on my part.”’ 

Fire and Police Commissioners Orr and 
Martin, over whose office the fight is being 
made, were at their offices early, but 
no efforts were made to do business. 
Judge Orr looked upon the Governor's 
actions as a “ bluff,”’ and, having failed in its 
purpgse, he does not anticipate any further 
demonstration of a hostile or threatening nat- 
ure. Mr. Martin indicated that he was of the 
same opinion. All of the city offices were 
open for business this morning, but there was 
little going on. Afew policemen were sent 
out on patrol duty, but most’of the force was 
continued on guard in the basement of the 
city hall. 

The Chamber of Commerce directory is 
circulating for siguatures of the prominent 
attorneys a paper to be given to the press and 
headed, ** Military Force in Time of Peace; 
Constitutional and Statutory Provisions Re. 
lating to the Use of Military Forces,” It as. 
serts, giving reasons, that the Governor is vio- 
lating the law, and abusing his high office. 

Sheriff Burchinell sent the following tele-. 
gram this afternoon to Secretary of War La- 
mont at Washington : 

I am quite able to maintain peace here unless 
the militia of the State is nsed against me. No- 
body but the Goverrior is seeking to disturb the 
peace, and he is ecting in contempt of the Dis- 
trict Court of this county. 

Twenty prominent citizens also sent a long 
message to the Colorado delegation in Con- 
gress reviewing the situation, and asking 
that the Federal troops be not removed, as 
bloodshed and destruction of property would 
surely follow. 


TRUE CAUSE OF THE DENVER WAR, 
It Is Whether or Not Senator Wolcott 
Shall Succeed Himself. 

The ostensible cause of the war in Denver is 
the refusal of Jackson Orr, Populist, and D. 
J. Martin, Democrat, members of the Fire 
and Police Board, to surrender their offices 
upon demand of Gov. Waite. Both of these 
men assisted Gov. Waite in his election, 
Judge Orr being Chairman of the Populist 
State Central committee, and were appointed 
as a reward for political services. The law 
under which they were appointed provides 
that the Governor may remove-them for 
cause. Through this board Gov. Waite un- 
dertook to suppress gambling in Denver. 
General charges were made against the board 
that gam bling-houses were ailowed to run and 
that the Fire and Police Board was receiving 
bribes from the gamblers. Gdv. Waite sum- 
moned the implicated members, Orr and 
Martin, before him, notified them of their 
dismissal, and appointed Dennis Mulilens 
and S. D. Barnes. Orr and Jackson denied 
the Governor's right to summarily dismiss 
them. He then'threatened to use force, and 
they secured an irjunction from Judge D. B. 
Graham of District Court restraining him 
from calling out the militia, which order Gov. 
Waité openly defied Thursday. 

These are but surface facts. The real cause 
of the trouble is much deeper, and finds its

source in a bitter factional fight which has 
waged in the Republican party in Colorado 
since 1884, when Henry M. Teller, then Sec- 


retary of the Interior, defeated Nathaniel P. 


Hill for reélection to the United States Sen- 
ate. In that campaign Edward ©. Wolcott, 
now United States Senator, defeated the 
cause of Senator Hiil and greatly aided Sen- 
ator Teller by leaving the State and refusing 
to participate in the Senatorial fight. Wol- 
cott had been a protégé of Hill, and his 
brother, Henry R., was at time gen- 
eral manager of Mr. Hill’s smelting works. 
Previous to this time the Republican party 
had been divided into Teller and Hill fac- 
tions. They then lined up as Wolcott and 
anti-Wolcott factions, When the term of 
Senator “Tom” Bowen, the noted poker 
player, expired Wolcott was elected to suc- 
ceed him against the opposition of ex-Senator 
Hill, who owns and controls the leading Re- 
publican daily paper in Denver. 

Senator Wolcott’s term expires in 1897 
ana the next Legislature will be called upon 
to elect his successor. The preliminaries of 
that contest are the efforts to change the per- 
sonnel! of the present Fire and Police Board 
in Denver, which, while supposea to be non- 
partisan, is, mext to the Sheriff's: of- 
fice, the most powerful political factor 
in the State. The anti-Wolcott people 
have aided and abetted Gov. Waita in every 
scheme to disrupt the Republican party. Last 
spring they elected an anti-Wolcott Mayor, 
Marion D. Van Horn, an A. P. A. man and 
an ex-secret service detective. When Van 
Horn went into office one of his first acts was 
to appoint John F. Farley, who had been re- 
moved by Gov. Waite from the Office of 
Chief of Police, to the office of Inspector of 
Supplies. Farley is a Catholic, a stanch Re- 

ublican, and was allied with no faction. He 

ad been an efficient Chief of Police, and hi 
appointment gave satisfaction to all except 
the A. P. A., which denounced Van Horn ina 
circular on which was printed a large black 
cross. Since then. Van Hoftn and Coun- 
ty Chairman I, N. Stevens have waged 
war on the A. P. A. and have been 
allied with Gov. Waite. Their plan was to 
change the Fire and Police Board, which is 
supposed to be for Wolcott, and elect A. J. 
Rogers, the third member of the board, Pres- 
ident. Rogers is an ex-Democrat and a 
strong opponent of Senator Wolcott. Fariey 
was to be reinstalled as Chief of Police and 
the sympathizers with Senator Wolcott were 
to be discharged by wholesale. The Sheriff’s 
office 1s solid for Wolcott for reélection and 
naturally Sheriff Burchinell and his deputies 
became allies of the police in Thursday’s 
trouble. The Wolcott contingent has with- 
drawn from the County committee, of which 
I. N. Stevens is Chairman, and their action 
has brea approved by both Senators 
Wolcott and Teller. Stevens is Mayor 
Van’ Horn’s sponser and adviser and 
is leading the opposition against Senator 
Wolcott's reélection, That wing of the Ke- 
publicans is supporting Gov. Waite and is 
sustaining him in his efforts to disfodge the 
two members of the Fire and Police Board in 
order that that body may be turned into an 
anti-Wolcott machine. The fight is not eo 
much whether Gov. Waite has authority to 
change the membership of the Fire and Police 
Board at will as it is whetiiee or not Senator 
Wolcott shall be returned to the Senate. 

Judge Graham, who issued the order re- 
straining Gov. Waite from callmg out the 
militia, always has ~— a warm friend of 
Senator Wolcott and his integrity as a jurist 
has never been called into question. 

The principal auxiliary of the ee Thurs- 
day was the fire department, the chief of which 
is a tirm supporter of Senator Wolcott. His 
name is Julius Pearse, for a number of years 
a Chicagoan living on the West Side. He 
organized the Denver paid fire department, 
and has been its chief ever: since. The fear 
that Waite’s new board contemplates his re- 
moval has done much to’ array many of the 
leading business-inen — Gov. Waite, as 
Pearse is regarded as a fixture as fire chief.

Discusses the Denver Row and 
Finds No Fault.

The report from Gen. McCook as to, the con- 


ditions in Denver which led him to bring the 
troops from Fort Logan to that city was dis- 
cussed at the Cabinet meeting today. What 
Gen. McCook has done was approved, as was 
indicated by the instructions sent to him 
later in the day, ordering him to protect 
government property. Gen. McCook com- 
mands the Department of Colorado and has 
the absolute right to dispose his 
troops at such points as he may select. It is 
presumed that he will keep them in Denver at 
present, regardless of the Governor’s request 
for their withdrawal. Maj.-Gen. Schofield, 
commanding the army, this afternoon cor- 
rected the impression which has been made 
in the West that the United States troops 
would be placed under Gov. Waite’s orders. 
He said if the troops were called for by- the 
Governor and were placed on duty they could 
act only under the orders of the President, as 
represented by his military commander, to 
carry out thislaw and by no circumstances 
could control over them be assumed by a civ- 
ilian even if he were Governor of a State. 


WAITE ALWAYS A HARD FIGHTER, 


His Erratic Career as an Editor and a Po- 
litical Candidate. 

Gov. Waite had a reputation for combat- 
iveness and bluster previous to his election 
as Governor. Before becoming a Populist he 
was a Republican and in that capacity edited 
his son-in-law’s paper, the Aspen (Colo.) 
Times. His rabid utterances and disposition 
to kick over the party traces whenever he 
could not have his own way caused his son-in- 
law to makea change in editors. The future 
Governor started a weekly paper of his 
own, espoused the Populist cause, became 
the mouthpiece of every ism and fallacy 
in the political world, and finally con- 
verted his son-in-law, State Senator 
B. Clark Wheeler, to the Populist cause. He 
was many times a candidate for office in As- 
pen and Pitkin Counties, but always’ was de- 
feated. He was nominated for Governor by 
his friends circulating a story that his princi- 
pal opponent, Julius Thompson, had brought 
delegates to the convention on passes pro- 
cured from the railroads. Gov. Waite isa 
medium-sized man, and is as physically cour- 
ageous as heis, erratic. Before coming to 
Colorado he lived in Larned, Kas., and was a 
member of the State Legislature there one 
term. Heisa gradute of Knox College, LIli- 
nois, and a lawyer by profession. 


HEAVY LOSS FROM FIRES IN OMAHA. 


Cold Storage Warehouse Damaged Nearly 
#100,000—Other Fires, 

Omana, Neb., March 16.—[Special.]—Two 
fires at intervals of a few hours in the 
four-story brick building at No. 815 How- 
ard street owned by Thomas Davis and occu- 
pied by Mullin & McClain as a cold storage 
warehouse did damage which will amount to 
nearly $100,000. The first alarm was turned 
in about 4:30 this afternoon, and 
this _ fire, which owas confined to 
the third story, caused about $1,500 
loss. About 10 o’clock flames again broke 
out. The department was called out and by 
11:30 the fire was completely under control. 
The upper story was compietely gutted and 
the entire stock badly damaged by smoke 
and water. How the fire happened to break 
out the second time is not known, as Chief 
Galligan says that not a spark remained 
when he left the building at 6 o’clock. The 
building and stock were well insured. 

Mostxez, Ala., March 16.—Fire broke out 
in Lionkauf & Straus’, wholesale dry goods 
and notions, tonight, and spread to S. Lahn 
& Co.'s, cigar manufacturers, next door, and 
then burned through St. Francis street and 
destroyed the buildings and contents of the 
Mobile Drug company,and S. Bidgood. books 
and stationery. The buildings on Water and 
St. Francis streets, opposite the fire, were 
scorched and considerably damaged. The 
loss is estimated at $200,000, with insurance 
nearly that amount. 


SANTA FE RECEIVERS ABANDON A ROAD. 


Leavenworth, Topeka and Southwestern 
Formally Surrendered. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., March 16.—[Special.] 
—The Santa Fé receivers this evening formal- 
ly abandoned the Leavenworth, Topeka and 
Southwestern railway. The passenger train 
at this city was ready to start for Topeka 
when the notice was received, And passengers’ 
baggage and mails were unloaded and the 
train run into the yard. For some years this 
road has been operated by the Union Pacific, 
but the receivers of this road turned it back 
to the Santa Fé a week or so ago. It is thought 
the Rock Island will take the road and make 
it a connecting link between its line here 
and Topeka, 


SHAKES A PROFESSOR. 


GEORGE DECKER REMONSTRATES 
WITH A SCHOOL PRINOIPAL, 


His Son Had Put Out the Eye ofa Playmate 
witha “Cat-Tail” and Had Been Repri- 
manded by Prof. J. ¥, Ketzing of the 
Ravenswonrd High School, Whereupon 
the Elder Decker Visited the Teacher 
and Created a Disturbance According to 
the Story Told. 


George Decker Jr., a Ravenswood school- 
bey, threw a * cat-tail ” reed at George Green, 
a schoolmate, and put out his eye, Prof. 
J. F. Ketzing, principal of the Ravenswood 
High School which the boys attend, lectured 
the youngster in asevere manner the next 
day. Something the teacher said angered the 
young Decker, who went home and com- 
plained to his father. Yesterday morning at 
10 o’clock, when school was in session, 
George Decker Sr. entered the principal’s of- 
fice, in company with his wife, and. according 
to the story told, took hold of Prof. Ketzing by 
the lapel of his coat, shook him so hard 
that some buttons were torn off, and 
then told him he “felt like  pull- 
ing his nose. out by the roots.” 
Then the men had a discussion in which there 
was much loud talking. Mr. Decker went to 
the door of the room intending to lock it, so 
the pupils in the other rooms could not hear 
the row. The professor, believing Mr. Decker 
intended to lock the door in order to prevent 
his exit while he assaulted him, interfered. 
Then, the professor says, Mr. Decker caught 
him by the throat and choked him. The jani- 
tor of the school, the female principal, and 
several teachers ran into the office at this 
juncture and interfered in the scuffle by 
screaming and talking loudly. The men were 
separated, however, before any blows were 
struck op either side. 

Mr. Decker has sons who attend the school. 
They are lively boys, and some of the Ravens- 
wood people say they are too lively. George 
Decker Jr., aged 14, was playing marbles 
last Wednesday with George Green, who lives 
on Montrose boulevard. During the prog- 
reas of the game young Decker threw a * cat- 
tail”’ reed at young Green. The boy saw the 
reed coming and closed his eyes to avoid in- 
jury. But young Decker’s aim was good and 
his arm strong. The result was that the reed 
penetrated the lid and the eye, too. The in- 
jury wasso severe that] the bey became un- 
conscious, and until yesterday he was deliri- 
ous. The wound is said to be exceedingly 
dangerous, and physicians are afraid the boy 
will lose the sight of the other eye as well as 
that of the one struck by the reed. 

The day after the affair happened Prof. 
Ketzing called ali the students into one room 
and delivered a lecture to them regarding the 
careless way in which the boys had been 
throwing reeds at one another, It appears 
that the students had had pitched battles with 
the reeds. On one or two former occasions 
several of the students were injured. 

The professor spoke about the Green boy 
losing his eye and remarked that $5,000 
could not Tepay the loss he had sustained. 
Some of the students say he spoke about the 
advisability of giving young Decker a good 
thrashing, and that yb regretted his father 
had not seen fit to do so. The professor, 
however, says he did not make use of any 
such language, but simply advised the 
students not to throw the reeds at one anether 
in the future. 

Prof. Ketzing when seen last evening said 
he felt quite certain Mr. Decker intended to 
lock the door and then assault him in the 
presence of his wife. Mr. Decker, on the 
other hand, says he had no such intention. He 
claims he only intended to close the door so 
as to keep the noise from reaching the school- 
rooms. He admits, however, that he grabbed 
the professor by the coat und threatened to 
tweak his nose. He says he regrets that his 
boy was the cause of putting out the eye of 
his playmate, but he says he does not intend 
to take any advice from the professor. 

There is talk of warrants bemg sworn out 
by the professor charging Mr. Decker with 
assault, and in the meantime the affair is be- 
ing discussed in the grocery stores, the post- 
office, on the street corners, and in the homes 
of the residents. Mr. Decker’s residence is 
No, 24384 Commercial avenue. 


CANADA WISHES TO MAKE ITS TREATIES. 


Spirited Debate in the Commons Over 
Tariff and Bering Sea. 

Orrawa, Ont., Mareh 16.—[Special.]— 
There was a spirited debatein the House of 
Commons this afternoon and evening when 
Sir James Grant, representing Ottawa, moved 
the address in reply to the speech from 
the throne. He was followed by Dr, 
Lachepelle, who spoke of the splendid show- 
ing Canada made at the World’s Fair. Wil- 
fred Laurier replied for the opposition. He 
was particularly severe on the governwent in 
its dealings with the people in regard to the 
tariff. The people, he said, had no knowl- 
edge of what was being done, but the idea 
was general that whatever revision was made 
would bé in favor of the manufacturers and 
against the farmers and on a _ protec- 
tive basins In regard to the Bering 
Sea question he said the, award was against 
Canada; that Sir John ‘Thompson as 
Minister of Justice had so declared and voted 
against it, butas Premier he was willing-to 
recommend it asa satisfactory settlement of 
the case. It simply meant that the Canadian 
sealing industry was killed. Sir John Thomp- 
son followed and said Mr. Laurier’s 
assertions in regard to Bering Sea 
were groundless. Sir Richard Cartwright, 
a prominent opposition member, quoted from 
the trade and navigation returns to show that 
the volume of trade had only increased 1 
per cent with England last year and 10,- 
000,000 with the United States, which showed 
the great possibilities of Canada’s trade with 
the States. In regard to the Bering Sea dis- 
pute Canada got the shells and the States the 
oysters. This showed that Canada could not 
rely upon England’s intervention in dealing 
with other nations. Carada should therefore 
enjoy the right of making its own treaties. 
The debate will be fesumed Monday.

UNEMPLOYED ARMY PROVES A FAILURE. 


Gen, Fry’s Body at Los Angeles Demor- 
alized by the City’s Action, - 

Los AnGEeLes, Cal., March 16.—‘‘ Gen,” 
Fry’s army of unemployed, organized to 
march to Washington, is a grotesque failure. 
The City Council, Board of Supervisors, and 
officers of associated charities met this 
morning aud decided to _ relieve’ all 
meritorious cases of destitution, but 
to recognize no organization of unemployed.

Their leaders are said to have 
looted the treasury and the main body is 
without funds or rations and a large majority 
of the soldiers are without blankets. Before 
the body reached Alhambra, five miles dis- 
tant, many had dropped out and retreated to 
the railroads in the hope of catching trains. 
Deputy sheriffs and constables along the line 
of march have been notified and wil! take in 
members of the dispersed army as fast as op- 
portunity offers.

ARMOUR’S BUSINESS AT SAN FRANCIACO. 


Western Meat Company Formed and Pre- 
pared to Fight for Trade. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 16.—[Specia). ] 
—The Chronicle says the object which brought 
P. D. Armour to the Pacific Coast was prin- 
cipally in connection with a new corporation, 
the papers of which are tobe filed today. 
The new company, which is to engage in re- 
frigerating, packing, and canning meat, is 
to be known as the Western Meat company. 
The details of the corporation, it is said, 
were arranged ata meeting yesterday, when 
the following directors were elected: Louis 
F. Swift and Edward Morris of Chicago; 
Philip N. Lilienthal, J. W. Lilienthal, and 
Leon Schloss of San Francisco. The Western 
Meat comnuny has been formed out of the 
stockholiers of the South San Francisco 
Land and Improvement company, which has 
formerly run abattoirs at Baden, but it was de- 
cided by large stockholders that owing to the 
increase of business it was necessary to have 
separate corporations to attend to the meat 
and land business. Local capitalists, besides 
the directors named, who have stock in the 
new company are: A. P. Hotaling, E, R. 
Lilienthal, Henry Miller, H. 8S. Crocker, 
Daniel Meyer, A. Bissinger, Senator. A. P. 
Williams, and others. Armour, Cudahy, 
Morris, Swift, and.Miller are Eastern stock- 
holders. About one third of the stock is 
owned in this vity. The packing-house will 
be soon run to its full capacity, notwithstand- 
ing the boycott placed on refrigerated meat. 
If necessary a meat war will be started. There 
are seven new markets being fitted upin dif- 
ferent parts of the city as an evidence that the 
Western Meat company means business, 

{**There is nothing new in this.” said P. D., 
Armour Jr., “further than the dividing of the 
business for convenience of the South San Fran- 


cisco Land and Improvement company which 
owns a large tract of land at Baden, a southern 


‘suburb, on which is located packing-houses. The 


company was organized two years ago. The 
business of the land company and the packing 
company are to be kept separate hereafter in- 
stead of being kept together. There are no 
changes in the company in any way further than 
this.’

and for transforming the present horse car 
lines with one or two exceptions, into overhead 
trolley electric lines. This week daily con- 
ferences have been held, but apparently to no 
purpose. The Mayor said yesterday he had 
about given up hope of reaching any agree- 
ment, The company pleads poverty when 
asked to do anything, notwithstanding the 
fact that its own reports show it paid a divi- 
dend of 24 per cent last year. 

All the ordinances now stand vetoed, and the 
motion to passs them, notwithstanding the 
veto, is pending, having been temporarily 
postponed. Itis probable the consideration 
of this motion will be farther temporarily 
postponed by agreement next Monday. It 
was intimated yesterday by certain officials 
that the company was willing to make no con- 
cessions, because it felt certain it could con- 
trol the votes of enough Aldermen to pass the 
ordinances as they are over the veto. It is 
known the company’s lobby was strong 
enough to g@ta big majority for the ordi- 
nances when they were passed notwithstand- 
ing the fact that they were not called up until 
more business than the Council usually waits 
to transact had been disposed of. Then ef- 
forts were made to postpone action, but the 
majority was too great. However this may 
be. it is said Attorney Grinnell has promised 
the Mayor he will make.no effort to pass the 
measure over the veto next Monday. Indeed, 
itis not likely that the Aldermen who are 
candidates for election will want to get them- 
selves into further trouble over this matter. 


LAND DAMAGES THE ONLY HITCH. 


Mayor Hopkins Talks About the Lake 
Shore’s Objection to Track Elevation. 

Mayor Hopkins expressed the opinion 
yesterday that the officials of the Lake Shore 
railroad company are not opposed to the gen- 
eral scheme of track elevation, and are set 
against but one provision of the measure now 
before the Council—the question of the pay- 
ment of land damages. ‘The Lake Shore 
people’s first request was to be allowed to pay 
$25,000, to be put witna like sum from the 
Rock Island officials, to be turned over to the 
city for the payment of land damages,” said 
the Mayor. ‘The Lake Shore finally raised 
its amount to $50,000. Notthe money but 
the principle is what it objects to, fearing; 
that if it establishes the precedent of paying 
damages in Chicago it would have to do so in 
every other town in the State. Ido not con- 
sider that a good argument. I do not 
think, however, the company seriously ob- 
jects to any other provision of the ordinance. 
I expect to talk it over again tomorrow.” 

Judge Windes yesterday denied a motion 
for a change of venue made a few days ago 
by the Wabash railroad company in the suit 
brought against it by Oscar J. Friedman, who 
obtained a verdict against the company for 
$30,000 for personal injuries over a year 
ago. The case was reversed by the Supreme 
Court. The application for a change of venue 
was made on the grounds that the people of 
Chicago were prejudiced against the road on 
account of their position on the question of 
track elevation. This prejudice, it was 
claimed, had been greatly enhanced by the 
attacks of the press against the railroads in 
relation to this question. Judge Windes held 
that he could take no judicial notice of news- 
paper attacks, and he also thought that the 
road could get a perfectly fair trial here, 


To Complete Criminal Court Building. 

At the meeting of the Public Service committee 
of the County Board yesterday Architect Arthur 
J. Morey and the Building committee submitted 
the final plans and specifications for the comple- 
tion of the new Criminal Court Building. 
The plans provide for the completion of the 
fourth, fifth, sixth, and seventh floors and the 
halls in the first, second, and third. The plans 
and specifications were adopted and recommend- 
ed to the board, which probably will adopt them 
Monday next. Bids will be advertised for at 
once. The specifications call for the completion 
of the work not later than Oct. 1. Chairman 
Nettorstrom of the Building committee says the 
entire building will be completed and ready for 
occupancy not later than Nov. 1. 


Investigation at Detention Hospital. 

The special committee appointed by the 
County Board, Commissioners Edmanson, Hoff- 
man, Coggswell, Kunstman, and Peacock, to in- 
vestigate charges against Attendant Julia 
Shine and Lizzie Scott of the insane wards atthe 
Detention Hospital, méets today at 10a. m. at 
the hospital. Dr. McGrath, ex-Cotunty Physician, 
and a number of former patients, attendants, 
and others connected with the hospital have 
been called as witnesses. A movement is on foot 
to place nurses from the Lilinois Training Schcol 
in the hospital. 


For Its Humboldt Park Extension, 


A petition to condemn property along the pro- 
posed line of its Humboldt Park extension was 
filed yesterday in the Supreme Court by the 
Lake Street “L” road. The property is the 
rear twenty-five feet of all the lots between Lake 
and Kinzie streets, fronting on Artesian avenue, 
The value of the property is estimated at $25,000. 
The rest of the propests from Lake to Division 
streéts desired by the Elevated company has 
been purchased out of court, 


Municipal Notes. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Johnson has 
secured a verdictin favor of the city in a suit 
brought by the Moffitt-Hotchkiss company of 
Watertown, N. Y., for the recovery of $2,000 
forfeit money in the Washington Heights water- 
works contract. 


Mayor Hopkins is not satisfied with the 
Mutual Electric Light and Power company’s 
ordinance passed by the Council at the last meet- 
ing. It provides that the prices for lamps shall 
be $7.50 and $10 respectively till midnight and 
all night, an increase over figures suggested pre- 
viously.

Judge Jenkins asked for a separate trial on 
the indictment of the second grand jury. 
District-Attorney Hammel Gismissed the case 
rather than try it separately; as to try it 
would jeopardize all the other cases. At- 
torney Williams for the defense said today 
that the decision of the Supreme Court did 
not harm the defense. He said that the 
grounds on which the Supreme Court had re- 
versed the decision was that the indictments 
could not be quashed ona writ of habeas 
corpus, but that a writ of abatement would 
have to be filed and the cases quashed under 
that..proceeding. The defense will begin the 

dings undera writ of abatement and 
try and have the indictments quashed in this 
way. The indictments are now again in the 
hands of Judge Johnsou. 

District-Attorney Hamill feels elated over 
the decision, but says he cannot express an 
opinion-on the case until he sees the text of 
the decision. The reversal of the decision

Decision of the Supreme Court, 

Mapison, Wis., March 16.—([Special.]— 
Eugene S. Elliott and Francis W. Noyes, 
directors of the Plankinton Bank of Mil- 
waukee, are now practically in the same pre- 
carious position that they were in last Octo- 
ber, The Wisconsin Supreme Court today 
handed down its decision in their. case, which 
was argued last month. This action was 
brought to test the validity of the action of 
Judge Johnson of Milwaukee in discharging 
the defendants from custody. On the last 
day of the October term of the Municipal 
Court of Milwaukee Conpnty, 1893, the 
grand jury found and returned true bills 
of indictment’ against the defendants and 
four others for having fraudulently received 
deposits as directors of the Plankinton Bank, 
knowing at the time the bank was insolvent. 


-- The defendants were detained by virtue of 


commitments,-on failure to enter any recog- 
nizance, issued out of said Municipal Court 
after their arraignment and pleas of adt 
guilty. They then brought habeas corpus be- 
fore the Circuit Court and were discharged on 
the ground that the grand jury was not acting 
in accordance with law and therefore the Mu- 
nicipal Court did not have jurisdiction. 

The Supreme Court reverses this order dis- 
charging the defendants, and the cause is re- 


-™manded with directions to remand the de- 


fendants to the custody’of the Sheriff of Mii- 
waukee County. ‘The opinion is by Chief 
Justice Orton. It holds that in reason and by 
analogy a person under an indictment, seek- 
ing his discharge on habeas corpus, has the 
same right to allege that the Judge or clerk is 
not lawfully Judge or clerk as that the grand 
jury is nota legai grand jury.. After calling 
attention to the importance and originality of 
the case the opinion says: 

We hold, therefore that the indictments found 
against the defendants are not void but good 
and valid indictments so far as this collateral 


- proceeding is concerned, because found ve a

grand jury acting under color of lawful aut 

_ity and a good and sufficient grand jury de facto. 
It follows, also, that the Municipal Court of Mil-

GREAT BODY ORGANIZED TO DESOEND 
ON MASSILON MAROH £6. 


Coxey’s Army to Be Reinforced by the 
Bams, Who Are Preparing for a Marche 
Enlistments of the Day and the Pros- 
pects for a Quiet and Easy Victory= 
Floyd Brothers Are Sentenced for Com- 
plicity with ScheigeRussell Case Re- 
vived in a Suit for Fees by Quarles, 


Massiit0x, O., March 16.—[{Special. ]|—If 
all the tramps in the United States do not 
assemble at Massillon to march on to Wash- 
ington with Coxey Easter Sunday it will not 
be the-fault of the municipal authorities all 
ulong the line, who are eager to. pro- 
claim the arrangements they have made to 
receive the army. In spite of many misrep- 
resentations the truth is that there are no 
more tramps here than usual, and of the eleven 
discharged from the station-house this morn- 
ing not one knew anything about Coxey or his 
movement, Itissaid they are massing at 
points near Massillon, intending to pour down 
on the city March 25. 

Some color to this was given today by a 
tramp named Edwin Dedie, who said they in- 
tended to do some such thing and remained 
away at present, fearing the new workhouse, 
which lacks for nothing so much as prisoners. 
Mayor Reed saya little, but is believed to 
have a list of 100 men who will be called 
upon if necessary to augment the standing 
force of seven policemen. The city ordinance 
regulating this nuisance provides that: 

Any person not having any visible means of 
support, and not being able to give a satisfac- 
tory account of himself, shall be fined not ex- 


ceeding $50, or imprisonment at hard labor not 
exceeding thirty days, or both. 
Police to Be Kept Informed, 

Police Superintendent O’ Mara of Pittsburg 
has already arranged to codperate with au- 
thorities here and elsewhere and wiil send a 
large number of officers to Massillon to re- 
main with the army and advise the home 
office in advance of the arrival of the com- 
monweal, Coxey is annoyed by the bad 
character being given to his procession and 
says: ‘“*‘We have nothing in common with 
the every day tramp and we don’t want them 
in the commonweal, By tramp, I mean the 
disorderly loafers whose ideas don’t rise 
above the bottom of a beer glass.

A California Paper Denounces It as the 
Scheme of Unprincipled Demagcogues= 
Carl Browne and A. E. Redstone, Two 
California Rascals, at the Bottom of the 
Move—Pheir Unsavory Records Where 
They Are Best Known—Wonder Any 
One Should Take Them Seriously. 


_ Los Angeles (Cal.) Times, March 14: Dur- 
ing the last few weeks there has been more or 
less talk about the march of the unemployed 
to Washington to demand employment at the 
hands of Congress. But comparatively little 
attention was paid to the wild-eyed and vis- 
ionary scheme on the coast for the reason 
that the originators of it in the East are Carl 
Browne and A. E. Redstone, a couple of as 
thorough-paced fakers and all-round black- 
guards as ever disgraced any community. 
Both Browne and Redstone formerly operat- 
edin San Francisco, where they rendered 
themselves odious and had to leave. Browne 
then came to Los Angeles during the boom, 
and for some months published a blackmail- 
ing caricature of an illustrated paper, which 
he finally raninto the ground, and left the 
city. Since that time he has been doing odd 
jobs of blackmail at anything that turned up, 
and incidentally posing as a labor advocate 
with but indifferent success, until he succeed- 
edin “ breakingin”’ on the Eastern papers 
with his Washington-army scheme. 

In Los Angeles the army scheme has been 
worked by one Frye, a demagogue of the 
Browne-Redstone type, with some success. 
Frye, who was run out of San Francisco for 
crooked practices in connection with the un- 
employed in that city, has organized a local 
army and established headquarters in a build- 
ing on San Pedro street, near Second, from 
which he directs operations. This army has 
been parading the streets during the last 
week, and collecting money for the “ march 
to Washington,’’ which it has been announced 
will commence Wednesday morning. Just 
how much money has been collected, or what 
disposition has been made of it by Frye and 
his confederates, is not known, nor is there 
any way of ascertaining. 

It is not believed, however, that the dupes 
who have been taken in by the handful of 
scheming “ jawbone’’ workers will start on 
an impracticable expedition that will only end 
in disaster, 

Last evening the army and other unemploy- 
ed attended services at the Grand Opera- 
House, where they listened to a sort of an- 
archistic address by Prof, Ravlin. The 
speaker was very violentin his language, as- 
serting that any one of the unemployed was 
as good as the man in the White House or any 
of the other rascals in Congress and that as 
the tramp had been made by the exactions of 
the money power, if he could hot get work he 
must live, even if compelled to rob to do so. 


MIGRATORY MISCREANTS. 


Browne and Redstone — The Two 
Scamps at Large in the Fast. 
Oakland (Cal.) Times, March 18: The Asso- 
ciated Press brings us along rigmarole about 
Carl Browne and A. E. Redstone leading on 
an army of 100,000 unemployed working- 
men to Washington to demand that Congress 
appropriate several hundred millions, more 
or less, for the improvement of roads and 
similar projects. One J. S. Coxey 1s said to 
be the financial backer of this brilliant expe- 
dition. Weknow nothing about Coxey, but 
his connection with Browne and Redstone is 
evidence that he is a fool who desires to be a 
knave. Browne and Redstone are as scurvy 
a pair of. rogues as ever organized a 
club, Neither of them ever did an honest 
day’s work when it coulg possibly be avoided. 
For the last dozen years they have been en- 
gaged in concocting wild-eyed schemes as a 
pretext for extorting money from ignorant 


dupes. canal 

peignus they managed a 
piece club in San Francisco, representing it to 
be a workingman’s party, They sold notni- 
nations on their ticket to whoever was fool 
enough to buy and bilked candidates of all 
parties with an impartiality that relieved their 
roguery of the stigma of favoritism. They 
never had any votes to deliver, but they could 
aiways muster a gathering of loafers and dead 
beats to act as a convention. These vaga- 
bonds worked this game all over the State un- 
til they could make it pay no longer and then 
they migrated East. 

Redstone has recently been running a bunco 
‘*reform’”’ sheet in Washington City, picking 
up a precarious living by any small plunder 
that the ebb and flow of politics and the 
gullibility of fools cast within his reach. The 
last seen of Browne in this locality he was 
disputing with some other loafers as to who 
had the prior right of living by begging and 
bumming. 

That the newspapers should take these 
scamps seriously and treat their “industrial 
army’’ as anything but a Falstaffian company 
of professional tramps and petty thieves 1s 
surprising. 

The whole crew ought to be arrested for 
vagrancy and putin the chain gang. They 
might then do something toward improving 
the public roads if compelled to labor on the 
highway anchored to their work with a obail 
and chain. Their attempts to beat their way 
through the world by exploiting political 
schemes so grotesque that only fools and 
felons will give them sanction have grown 
too stale to be interesting, while the rank 
deviltry they preach is calculated to cause 
some crack-brain to imitate Guiteau or Pren- 
dergast. 

The rogues are playing with fire. They 
don’t themselves contemplate anything more 
serious than larceny, but they muster the 
weak. the vicious, and the ignorant idle, and 
preach to them the gospel of incendiarism 
and disorder. 

A sound flogging would do these rascals 
more good, perhaps, than anything else, and 
one instinctively regrets the abolition of the 
whipping-post when he hears of them pro- 
moting some new scheme of scampery. They 
and their followers disgrace the name of 
workingmen by borrowing that title. Like the 
thieves who followed the Crusaders into the 
Holy Land garbed as pilgrims, they have 
assumed a pious livery to cloak the work of 
the devil. In San Francisco, where they 
are known, no decent workingman would 
be caught in the company of Carl 
Browne and Redstone any more than he 
would be seen keeping company with a pro- 
fessed thief. All the San Francisco papers 
know Browne and Redstone to be a pair of 
very cheap and nasty rascals, without any fol- 
lowing or credit whatever. It is their duty to 
let the Eastern public know that this “* indus- 
trial army’ crusade is merely the invention 
of a couple of vulgar vagabonds, who would 
promptly be kicked out of any office in San 

‘rancisco. 
: There has been about enough of this “ de- 
manding” by bummers and bloviators . that 
the public coffers be emptied among them. 
It is annoying and may become troublesome, 
It does not arise to the dignity of socialism or 
anarchy—it is simply an attempt to blackmail 
public officials, and is merely the slogan of an 
idie and vicious element anxious for plunder. 

Browne and Redstone have both tried their 
arts in Oakland, but they found the pickings 
slim and the field already well occupied. 
There have recently been some efforts in the 
demanding line, but by common consent the 
town refused to either listea or laugh, and 
the distressful and sanguinary agitation has 
gone off to drown its sorrows in steam beer 
whenever nickels or sympathy can be found. 
Nevertheless, the men who threaten to gather 
mobs-to back up demands on public officials 
to “throw out the box,’’ should be given a job 
at stone-breaking on the highway.

ters Mary and Nellie Sept. 5. 
Rocxrorp, Iil., March 16.—[Special.]— 
John Hart was hanged today for the murder 
of his two sisters, Mary and Nellie. He met 
his death with the same unconcern he has 
manifested since his arrest and which was so 
noticable during the trial. He stood up on 
the trap while the noose and shroud were be- 
ing adjusted, moving easily from time to time 
so the work could be more easily done, and 
all the while eyeing the spectators with cool- 
ness and apparent unconcern. With his eyes 
fixed calmly upon the group of spectators he 
took the leap into eternity. The hangmg e- 
cited the most widespread interest in the city 
and county. The roads leadmg to town and 
the streets of the city looked as though a fair 
were in progress.

It will be with different feelings that people 
will read Count Tolstoi’s latest work which 
has occupied him for several years, “ The 
Kingdom of God Is Within You.” Lovers of 
fiction who enjoyed *“‘Anna Karenina” will 
impatiently fling aside what they will quickly 
discover to be a protracted sermon ; sectarians 
of different kinds will charge the Russian 

thinker with too liberal a construction of the 
biblical command to resist not evil (by force, 
the Count adds); and there will be a large 
number of thoughtful men and women 
who while not being won over 
to the doctrine of non-resistance 
will heartily join the critic in his strictures on 
society (though his version is too restricted to 
his own environment), and will be stimulated 
by this remarkable study of the social and 
psychological condition of the modern world. 
One believes with the translator, Constance 


__~ Garnett, who says: ‘*‘ Whatever comes from a 
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heart such as his, swelling with anger and pity 
at sufferings of humanity, cannot fail to 
reach the hearts of others. No réader can put 
down the book without feeling himself better 
and more truth-loving for having read it.”’ 

In his work ** What I Believe,’ published ih 


4 be 1884, Count Tolstoi took Christianity to task 
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for the absehce of any’commandmeént of non- 
resistance to evil by force. By study and in- 
vestigation and by observing historical events 
of late years he has been led to fresh results 
and conclusiens which he now proceeds to ex- 
und, In the opening chapters he shows 
ow the doctrineof non-resistance to evil by 
force has been professed by a minority of 
men from the foundation of Christianity. He 
reviews the tenets of the Quaker, of kindred 
sects, and—what ought to interest Americans 
—the ethical movement headed by our own 
William Lloyd Garrisen. (We are accustomed 
to think of Garrison only in connection with 
abolition.) Count Tolstoi complains that the 
command to.“ resist not evil’? is not recog- 
nized by preachers as on a level with other 
commands. : 

Count Tolstoi’s Russian critics, it seems, 
have pointed out thé fact that the application 
of the command of non-resistance to practi- 
cal life would turn mankind aside out of the 

“path of civilization along:which it is moving. 

hat path isin their opinion—but not in that 
of Count Tolstoi—the one along which ail 
mankind ought always to move. 

The foreign free-thinking critics havetried ina 
delicate manner, without being offensive to mp, 
to give the impression that my conviction that 
mankind could bé guided by such a naive doc- 
trine as that of the Sermon on the Mount pro- 
ceeds from two causes: Thatsuch a conviction 

_is partly due to my want of knowledge, my ig- 
porance of history, my ignorance of ail the vain 
‘attempts to apply the principles of the Sermon 
on the Mount tp life, which have been made in 
pintory and have amounted to nothing ; and part- 
dy itis due to my failing to appreciate the full 
value of the lofty civilization to which mankind 
has attuined at present, with its Krupp cannons, 
smokeless powder, colonization of Africa, lrish 
coercion bill, parliamentary government, jour- 
nalism, strikes, and the Eiffel Tower. 

It was Archbishop Magee} an English ec-| 
clesiastic, who once occasioned much scandal 
by declaring that a civilized State could not 
exist for a month on the principles of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. ‘The scandal was due 
not to believing such a thing but to declaring 
it. The Archbishop meant to say what many 
sincere Christians will say on reading this 
book, that to carry out literally the doctrine 
of non-resistance is tc merge it in the ex- 
tremest form of anarchism—that which 
dispenses with all government. In order 
to support his edifice of Christian 
anarchism Count Tolstoi insists that * resist 


- not evil ’’ must be construed to mean “ resist 


not evil by physical forece.”’ ‘' If men are not 
agreed about a definition of evil,” he says, 
“ there can be only two solutions: either to 
‘find a real unquestionable criterion of what is 
evil, or not to resist evil by force.”’ It is hard 
to see what warrant the Count has for assum- 
ing that Christ referred practically to phys- 
icul force. If he did refer to physical force 
it would be still harder to reconcile with his 
dictum hisown action in whipping with a

' the Temple. 

The injunction resist not evil cannot be 
‘narrowed to the construction that Count 
Tolstoi puts upon it; and it strikes one that 
he himself violates its spirit in the bitterness 
with which he characterizes throughout this 
book the different Christian churches. The 
Count is as combative as Peter; but in resist- 
ing what he believes to be evil he is deaf toa 
voice which commands him, “ Put up thy 
eword.”’ For instance: 

The churehes as churches are not, as many peo- 
ple suppose. institutions which have Christian 
rinciples for their basis. even though they may 
ve strayed a little from the straight path. The 
churches as churches are not, as bodies which as- 
sert their ewn infallibility, institutions op- 
_ posed to Christianity. There is not only nothing 
in common between the churches as such and 
Christianity, except the name, but they repre- 


_ liberty and enthusiasm for science. 


finitely more corrupting and brutalizing to 
men than thousands of murders committed 
by uneducated worki ple under the in- 
fluence of passion.”’ whole of this re- 
markable book is an appeal to the faith and 
the courage of mankind. 

There are two things in this book which are 
curious in themselves apart from the trend of 
argument. Emperor William of Germany in 
one of the chapters on war is spoken of as “‘a 
miserable man, imbecile, and drunk with 
power.’ In another place Count Tolstoi, 
speaking of America, says that the maintain- 
ing of so few soldiers here explains why there 
is so little oppression of the working class; 
and it explains why in this country the end of 
the abuses of government and of 
government itself (1) ‘seems so near. 
All Count Tolstoi’s opinions are ex- 
pressed with a childlike frankness. 
“It is refreshing,’ as the London Speaser 
has pointed out, apropos the present work, 
**to find a writer who at theend of a long 
life has this unshaken belief in the victory of 
the moral over the physical, and who is con- 
vinced that the Christian life should be re- 
vealed in every man if he -only were let go 
his own way. That surely is an optimism to 
be envied and admired rather than de- 
nounced, Bearing it in mind, we 
gan read Count  Tolstoi’s - indictment 
of society with great profit and 
without the smallest indignation—for 
no one can possibly think better of 
the world than he does. There is both force 
and eloquence in the chapters in which he de- 
velops his thesis that opinion is the driving 
force of society—in other words, that the 
kingdom of God is within you. Hardly less 
edifying are the passages in which he com- 
bats that doctrine of collective irresponsibil- 
ity which permits a nation or a dozen men in 
a board-room to do jointly what no individ- 
ual with a normal conscience would venture 
to do separately. Nor, again, is it necessary 
to frame any defense when he pictures. the 
contrast between the world as it is and the 
world as it might be if perfectly Christian- 
ized,.”’ 

In a chapter treating of the attitude toward 
war of men of the present day there is a ietter 
by M. E. M. de Vogué which one quotes be- 
cause it expresses sentiments which are prob- 
ably held today by the majority of men: 

Lhold with Darwin that violent struggle is a 
law of nature which overrules all other laws. 
hold with Joseph de Maéstre that it is a divine 
law — two different ways of describing the 
same thing. If by some impossible chance a 
fraction.of human society—all the civilized West, 
let us suppose—were to succeed in suspend- 
ing the action of this law, some races of 
stronger instinct would undertake the task 
of putting it into action against us: those races 
would vindicate nature’s reasoning against 
human reason: they would be successful because 
the certainty of peace (I do not say peace, I say 
the certainty of peace) would in half a century 
engender a corruption and a decadence more 
destructive for mankind than the worst 
of wars. believe that we must do 
with war—the criminal law of humanity— 
as with our criminal laws, that is. soften them, 
pu‘ them in force as rarely as possible; use every 
effort to make their. applicadon unnecessary. 
Bat ali the experience of history teaches us that 
they cannot be altogether suppressed so long as 
two men are left on earth, with bread, money, 
and a woinan between them. 

One felton first reading this letter, and 
feels more acutely on transcribing it, that M. 
de Vogue has said the final word on the sub- 
ject of the doctrine of * non-resistance to evil 
by force.”’ The law of violent struggie rules 
all existence, whether that law be of natural 
or divine origin, and Christianity, like other 
religions, is an appeal to humanity to soften 
as faras possible the harshness of that law. 
Christianity on the whole has mitigated that 
severity, though it has done so only by de- 
grees. Progress is yet to be made eyen by 
striving for an unattainable ideal, and Count 
Tolstoi’s book will ultimately serve the cause 
of progress by preaching what its author be- 
lieves to have been the doctrine of the 
Prince of Peace. If one cannot ac- 
cept his doctrine one may applaud his 
moral, which is his final utterance 
sandwiched between, texts by Matthew and 
Luke. ‘** The sole meaning of life is to serve 
humanity by contributing to the establish- 
ment of the Kingdom of God, which can only 
be done by the recognition and profession of 
the truth by every man.’ (The Kingdom of 
God Is Within You. Christianity Not as a 
Mystic Religion, but asa New Theory of Life. 
Translated trom the Russian of Count Leo 
Tolstoi by Constance Garnett. The Cassell 
Publishing company ). 


New and Old Poets. 

“The Lower Slopes”? is the modest tile 
which Mr. Grant Allen gives to his volume 
of poems, which he further characterizes as 
‘** Reminiscences of Excursions Round the 
Base of Helicon, Undertaken for the Most 
Part in Early Manhood.’

Marble piles let no man raise 

To her name; for after days,

Browne refers to this epitaph in his Elegy on 
Charles Lord Herbert of Cardiff and Sheer- 
land. There are others proofs of his author- 
ship, but not so interesting. 

And since my weak and saddest verse, 
Was worthy thought thy grandam’s herse; 
Accept of this! 

Dignified, stately, and one must admit 
somewhat labored, are ‘* Poems”’ by Richard 
Garnett (London: Elkin Matthews and 
John Lane. Boston: Copeland and Day). 
The verses will not set the Thames nor 
the classic Charles of America on fire, but the 
author, whom one assumes to be a retired 
journalist, may regard with equanimity the 
lines which he bequeaths to his acquaintances 
andtriends. “ Ioin Egypt’’ is a sumptuous 
bit of poetical description. Following isa 
specimen passage of the blank verse: 

Gray-cushi@éned on soft mist 

Fumed from broad fens, reposed the sullied 

moon, 
A slow stream nursed her image, as a weak, 
Down-couching mother boids her new-born babe 
Up towards the father’s face. Green curtainers, 
The rigid reeds upstood, and tressy sedge 
Bathed in the water ,Ever and ano 
The crocodile plunged stone like; herded bulks 
Of tumbling, snorting hippopotami 
Churned the smooth light, or, dripping as they 


rose, 
Pashed the tal! flowering marsh where Io slept. 
** Wine and Sleep”’ is another’ example of 
fine descriptive power, though lack of move- 
ment is the defect, as it is of nearly all Mr. 
Garnett’s poems. The “ Even Star” is im- 
pressive, particularly the final stanza: 
The upturned eyes of many a mortal maid 
Glass me in gathering tears soon kissed away ; 
Then walks she fora spaco and then is laid 
Swelling the bosom of the quiet clay. 
I muse what this al!-kindling Love may be, ° 
And what this Death that never comes to me, 
Mr. Garnett’s sonnetg are compact in 
thought and are wrought in a workmanlike 
manner. The last of his poems is appropri- 
ately enough an epitaph which breathes a 
comfortable philosephy:: 
Death's due demanded and Life's task achieved, 
I greet the home | sought not nor did shun: 
Thankful for the great good I have received, 
More thankful for the Jittle I have done. 


Revival of Irish Literature. 

Under the title, “The Revival of Irish Lit- 
erature,” T. Fisher Unwin of London has 
issued a: pamphlet containing addresses by 
Sir Charles Gavan Duffy, Dr. George Siger- 
son, and Dr. Douglas Hyde. There are two 
articles by Sir Charles: (1) ‘* What Irishmen 
May Do for Irish Literature "’ ; (2) ** Books for 
* The paper by Dr. Sigerson 
ison “Irish Literature—Its Origin and En- 
vironment.’ Dr. Hyde writes on “The 
Necessity of De-Anglicisimg lIreiand.’’ 

This pamphlet is designed to inform per- 
sons who may be interested about the new 
irish library which T. Fisher Unwin has al- 
ready begun and Gavan Duffy is editing. 
About half a century ago Gavan Dutfy was 
engaged inan-enterprise of this kind, but it 
was stopped by the famine of 1846. 
He and his associates issued a few 
books before they were interrupted; 
and itis Sir Charies’ intention, having re- 
turned from his colonia! labors, to resume, 
this labor of love. Ireland at present is” 
flooded with cheap and trashy fiction from 
America and England. and it is proposed to 
supplant this as far as possiple by furnishing 
in cheap editions those standard works by 
Irish authors which are too costly to be gen- 
erally circulated, Already the first. vol- 
ume has been issued of the new library. 
It is ** The Patriot Parliament,’ by Thomas 
Davis. To this an introduction has been fur- 
nished by Sir Charles. , It is a brilliant and 
powerful indictment of the government of 
Ireland under the Stuarts. As for ‘ The 
Patriot Parliament’’ itself, Mr. Lecky onee 
described Davis’ work as * by far the best and 
fullest account’ of the assembly in question, 
aud he made it clear that Macaulay’s con- 
demnation of the Parliament was overcolored., 

It may be said without exaggeration that 
the appearance of this work—the forerunner 
as itis of a series in which Irish life, Irish 
genius, and Irish character will be represent- 
ed—constitutes an event of no ordinary im- 
portancein Irish history. It is the outcome 
of a desire and a want which have been long 
felt that the Irish people should know ac- 
curately and intimately everything conrected 
with the past history of their country, with its 
literature, its music, its antiquities, and its 
art. 

To return to the pamphlet, the two ad- 
dresses by Sir Charles were delivered before 
the lrish’ Literary Society in London in 1892 
In the course of the first address 
the lecturer said: 

With a memory running back over six dec- 
ades of reading, | confidently aftirm that there 
are scattered in magazines and annuals, in luck- 
less books neglectea in the hurry of our political 
march. in publications the very names of which 
are forgotten’ by the present generation, Irish 
stories of surpassing interest, fit to win and fasci- 
nate young Irish readers, which would not degrade 
or debase them, but- make them better men and 
better lrishmen. And in the otherdomains of 
intellect. Lrish writers living in or belonging to 
a country where, unhappily, there wd4s no mar- 
ket for books, carried their work to periodicals 
where it has lain interred for generations. .. . 
While | am speaking of the resources for a 
popular library, which we have in hand, I may 
say that one-third of the writings of Thomas 


Dowager of Pembroke, which has been al. 


amusing to find the author preferring to as- 
sume that the Prince would tell a downright 
falsehood rather than that Mr, Williams 
should be guilty of such an act. Being her- 
self a member of the Williams family. though 
nota descendant of Eleazer, Miss Evans is 
naturally an interested party, and has made 
out as good a case for her heroas the mate- 
rials allowed. The work is well illustrated. 


Scientific Matters. . 

‘*Some Salient Points in the Science of the 
Earth” are brought out by the veteran worker, 
Sir J. William Dawson, in a book published 
by the Harpers. The author says of it that it 
contains much that is new and much in cor- 
rection and amplification of that which is old; 
also that it is intended as a closing deliver- 
ance on some of the more important ques- 
tions of geology by one who in his younger 
days was conversant with those giants of the 
heroic age of geological science who piled up 
the mountains on which it is now the privi- 
lege of their successors to stand, The book 
consists 6f a collection of papers written at 
different times but forming a connected 
series. They treat of the processes 
of world-inaking, the imperfection of the 
geological record .of those processes, the 
history of the North Atlantic, the dawn of 
life on the earth and the apparition and suc- 
cession of animal forms, the genesis and mi- 
grations of plants and the growth of coal, the 
great ice age, distribution of animals and 
plants as related to geographical and geologi- 
cal changes, early mun, and man’s piace in 
nature. The author thinks man did not exist 
on the earth till after the giacial age had 
passed away, and then first appeared some- 
where in the warm temperate zone in an 
oasis or island of fertility; that he was [ru- 
givorous, and that his first surroundings were 
of such a nature as to give him immunity 
from the attacks of formidable beasts of 
prey. 

“The Fauna of the Deep Sea,”’ by Sidaey 
J. Hickson, M. A. of the Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge, is the title of the small work 
inthe Appleton Science Series, edited by Sir 
John Lubbock. The book contains twenty- 
three illustrations and statements’df the lead- 
ing facts that have been discovered by deep 
sea dredgings within the last few years, 
previous to which almost nothing was known 
in regard to life at the bottom of. the oceans. 
Without overburdening his pages with names 
of the genera and species the author has 
grouped a great amount of information about 
the fauna of the abyss and its origin. 

‘*A History of Mathematics,’’ by Florian 
Cajori, Professor of Physics in Colorado Col- 
lege, published by Macmillan & Co., is a 
highly interesting work, Of course that fact 
depends largely on the treatment of the sub- 
ject, since it is possible to handle it in such a 
way that none but experts can understand it. 
A considerable portion of the book is easy 
reading for those who have not taken more 
than the ordinary grammar school course in 
arithmetic, and some of the remainder may 
be perused by thein with profit. The author 
tells how the successive steps taken through 
many centuries have led up to processes that 
can be learned in a few days now. He begins 
with Babylonia, and its wedge-shaped char- 
acters for the representation of numbers, 
though he does not omit to state that all 
Greek writers are unanimous in ascribing to 
Egypt the priority of invention in the mathe- 
inatical sciences.

IN FAIRSANTA CLARA. 


BEAUTIES OF THE VALLEY DE- 
SORIBED BY ONE ENJOYING THEM. 


Under a Sky as Bine as the Cup of a Gen- 
tian Flowers Bloom the Whole Year 
Round=Splendid Homes in Menlo Park 
Mansion of J, C. Flood in an Environ- 
ment of Flora«Famous Violet Ranch of 
Timothy Hopkins—Profit in Growing 
Prunes, 


Mento Pars, Cal., March 9.—[Special Cor- 
respondence,|—At this season of the year, 
when sunshine and nebulous fragrance per- 
vade the air and the overarching sky is as 
blue as the cup of a géntian, the Santa Clara 
Valley, which is one of the garden spots of 
Northern California, is at its best. This beau. 
tiful valley, which, together with a little 
reach of San Francisco Bay, lies within a 
divide of the Coast range, is never swept Dy 
shrewish winds. As to fogs, which they some- 
times rest a filmy cloud girdle on the mount- 
ain side, the warmth which has its abiding 
place here dissipates them before they reach 
the valley level, and when the sun begins to 
lower the soft trade-winds come and make the 
nights cool and fresh. Here in the vicinity ot 
Menlo. Park white and live gaks thrive in such 
profusion andj perfection that the place is 
known as Pein of Oaks. People living 
in San Frayicisco who are able to buy climate 
have their summer homes here, and, odd as it 
may seem, they come here not to escape heat 
but to enjoy it. In that particular portion of 
this winterless land where San Francisco is 
located there is no summer. Furs ace in or- 
der on the shady side of the street from Jan- 
uary to December, although semi-tropical 
flowers blossom in the open gardens. 


Fliood Mansion at Menlo. 

Although Menlo Park is only thirty miles 
from San Francisco the climate is wholly dif- 
ferent. For more than six months of the 
year the most delightful summer weather pre- 
vails, and during these months the beautiful 
country residences here are all occupied. One 
of the handsomest of these is the J. C, Flood 
residence, with the carriageway leading to it 
flanked on either side with palms, Madrono 
trees, and broad-leaved tropical plants. These 
grounds areso arranged that the beautiful 
ornamental! trees which thrive here are inter- 
mingled with great spreading white oaks, with 
their trailing lengths of mistletoe, and the 
sturdy liveoaks with wide, compact crowns of 
dark green foliage, which possessed this part 
of the Santa Clara Valley long before the time 
of the Spanish padros. 

On the outskirts of this sybaritic summer 
city is a ranch the like of which there is not to 
be found elsewhere in the whole world, It con- 
tuins several hundred acres devoted to flow- 
ers. It is commonly known as “the Timothy 
Hopkins ”’ violet farm, and is considered with 
good-reason to be a worthy object of pilgrim- 


age. 

When Milton S, Latham, who was Governor 
of California and United States Senator be- 
fore he was 32 years of age, was at the zenith 
of his financial and popular success, he 
built a country house here. He was a man of 
the most perfect taste, and as money was not 
at that time a consideration with him he car- 
ried out plaus which made the place as unique 
as it is beautiful. Itis still much as it was 
when he occupied it, for although it is a big 
flower ranch it is also the summer residence 
of Timothy Hopkins, who, unlikeits first 
owner, manages to reap both pleasure and 
profit from it. 

On the “ Violet” Ranch. 


Like the Fiood residence it is well back 
from the highway, and the one entrance, 
which is a broad carriage drive, is guarded by 
a lodge keeper. The impression on entering 
this drive is not of a garden but a beautiful 
park. ‘There is no clutter of opulent growing 
vegetation, but among the giant oaks there are 
placed tropical trees, which are so spaced as to 
be most effective. The house, which is re- 
vealed as one turns a broad curve inthe drive, 


both in form and in color is so quiet and un- 
assertive that the beautiful surroundings in a 
perfectly natural way take precedence. Be- 
yond the house, gleaming through blossoming 
magnolia trees, is a fanciful little structure 
which with its tiny bright blue domes and 
minarets topped with crescents is like a bit 
tuken from one of Gér6me’s pictures of 
oriental architecture. Each of the many 
windows of this picturesque smoking room, 
that is like a many-colored gem ina setting 
of green, commands a charming view. On 
one side down through an avenue of oaks is a 
giimpse of the mountains, on another isa 
life-sized statue of Diana. beneath the inter- 
laced branches of two great trees, and out be- 
yond that in the midst of a group of tall pines 
is a piece of Pompeian ruin which Mr. 


Lathain had placed here at a cost of $30,000. 

A list of the rare and beautiful trees from 
all parts of the world that arein these grounds 
would be like a nurseryman’s catalogue, and 
yet they are so composed that it is difficult to 
believe that itis art and not nature which 
brought them together. In the most natural 
way in the world great century plants, which 
blossom not as is generally supposed once in 
a hundred years, but as often as once in 
twenty or thirty: years, stand out like broad 
brush strokes of color against a background 


of handsome madrono trees. 


much as the chemisal lands were by the Span- 
ish first settlers of California. | 

The chemisal is a , low-qroving ponian Babe 
big roots, which in the early Gays e 
covered that portion of Santa Clara 
Valley. now occupied by as fine orchards as 
there are in the State. The Spaniards had no 
use for chemisa! land. Their idea was grass- 
covered plains and hills, where their herds 
could roum and grow fat, while they enjoyed 
the money which came to thein without effort 
or especial care, For this reason when Cali- 
fornia became a State the lands covered with 
chemisal brush was unoccupied and were 
taken up by energetic settlers wil'ing to un- 


| dertake the rooting out of the thick \rush 


growth. To this fact the Santa Clara Valley 
owes its exceptional prosperity. As the land 
belonged to the government the holdings were 
none of them more than 160 acres, and us 
many of those who invested in a quarter-sec- 
tion were obliged to sell a portion of it, for 
many miles iz the very heart of this valley it 
is quite like a farming community in the 
Eastern or Middle States. 
¢ Standing Hard Times Well, 

The deprivation and. unending toil which 
must be endured in farming districts where, 
because an acre yields so little, people must 
of necessity be separated bya wide area, is 
really unknown in this,as in many of the 
fruit yielding valleys of California. Here 
from fifteen to thirty acres of orchard can be 
counted on to bring in a yearly return of from 
$1,500 to $3,000. At the present time it is 
doubtful if thee is any lucality less affected 
by the bard times than this same valley. — One 
of the principal industries is prunc-raising, 
and, although dried prunes command a mue 

wer price than usual this season, the yield 
is so much larger that the net returns are not 
less than they were a year ago. 

The experience of a widow who owns a lit- 
tle ranch of twenty-one acres in this valley 
furnishes a fact which is worth a thousand 
theories and assertions as to what may be ac- 
complished in the way of horticulture not 
alone in the Santa Clara Valley but in many 
other placesin the State, as there are va- 
rious localities equally fruitful. This woman 
paid $60 an acre for her land, and, acting on 
the advice of neighbors, planted a 
prune orchard. She knew nothi what- 
ever of horticulture, but she had the good 
judgment to act on the advice of those who 
had been successful in their undertakings. 
She employed neither gardener nor overseer, 
but herself directed the Chinamen who did 
the work. The fifth year after her trees were 
planted they began to bear, and from _ that 
time until the present her prunes have 
brought her in an annual income from 
$2,000 to $3,000, Last year from her twen- 
ty-one acres she sold forty-two tons of dried 
prunes. Her homeis not only comfortable 
but elegant and her garden of fruit and flow- 
ers intermingled is one to inspire a _ poet. 
Here a tiny orange tree that is scarcely more 
than a shrub is heavy with lucious globes of 
golden fruit, while close beside it are opulent 
growing daphnes, pink and white, with their 
rare, refreshing mixed fragrance. Here, too, 
is an acacia tree golden with tasseling blos- 
soms that is over forty feet high, which the 
mistress of ‘‘Sunny Brae,”’ as she calls the 
place, planted a tiny twig less than thirteen 
years ago. As to roses, the garden . is hedged 
about with them and certain varieties climb 
quite to the top of the house, blossoming as 
they go all the season through. ‘The roses of 
the hedges are not commonplace varieties, 
but La France, Catherine Mermet, and 
Jacqueminots. Fancy a hedge of La France 
ruses, from which one can cut an armful of 
blossoms without being able to see that any 
have been taken. 


It Requires an Effort, 


Lest this story of a few acres and opulence 
with many of the luxuries of life thrown in be 
misleading I hasten to say that what this 
woman did and is doing cannot be accom- 
plished without effort and years of waiting 
and some money to begin with. But what 
has been done can be done again, and I have 
related not what I have heard but what I have 
seen. Truly the land which was purchasea 
for $60 an acre cannot now be bought for 
less than $2,000 an acre, but there are other 
lands, if not quite so desirably situated, still 
no less productive, which can be had for a 
reasonable sum. I heard recently of a Ger- 
man who, on land which he bought up in 
Cottonwood Park in Tehama County for 
$150 an acre, realized a net recurn of nearly 
$200 an acre last season. Thisis of course 
exceptionai, and there are those who fail as 
well as those who succeed. Kind as nature is 
here it does not insure success, even in the 
Santa Clara Valley, where, under favorable 
conditions, prunes so lusciously large that 
thirteen of them make a pound, are raised, 


Can See Mount Hamilton. 


High up ona hill not far from the pretty 
little prune ranch of ** Sunny Brae,’’ and near 
the small town of Saratoga, is am unpreten- 
tious home whose occupants have been closely 
connected with some of the most stirring his- 
torical events of the last half of the present 
century. From it can be seen Mount Hamil- 
ton, with the Lick Observatory gleaming a 
white speck high up near its rugged crown. 
Nearer is San Francisco Bay, and yet nearer 
is the fat plain of the valley with its many 
homes and orchards, which from this height 
with roads running in every direction that are 
by the way named like streets looks more like 
a large scattered village than a horticultural 
settlement. Here, weil up toward heaven, 
away from ail the rush and turmoil of the 
world, lives the widow of old John Brown. 

_ there are only two seasons in the Santa 
Clara Valley, in fact there are few places in 
California where there are more. The popu- 
lar way of designating these seasons as wet 
and dry is misleading, at leastso far as the 
wet season is concerned. There is really no

A Supposititions King. 

“The Story of Louis XVII. of France” 
(Swan Sonnenschein & Co.), by Miss Eliza- 
beth E. Evans, recails the excitement pro- 
duced in New York by an article in Putnam's 
Magazine of February, 1853, entitled ** Have 
Wea Bourbon Among Us?” The author was 
the Rev. John H. Hanson, who was firmly 
persuaded that the Rev. Eleazer Williams, 
the adopted son of a half-breed Indian. was 
the young Dauphin, son of Louis XVI. of 
France, who was supposed to have died 
in the Tempieat Parisin 1795: so firmly that 
he followed up his article in the next year 
with “ The Lost Prince,” a book designed to 
establish still more strongly the claim of 
W illiams to princely dignity. Discussions on 
the subject waxed earnest and frequent, each 
party in turn proving the truth to be on its 
own side until its argumeuts were knocked 
to pieces by its adversary, the controversy at 
last dying out for want of further 
fuel—or the feeling that the game 
wasn't worth the candle. The rigorous cross- 
exumination to which the evidence has been 
subjected has tended to lessen the belief in 
favor of Mr. Williams’ claim,and the 358 
pages of large octavo forming the present 
volume, though filled with ingenious infer. 
ences and quite convincingif one had read 
noth‘ng else on the subject, do not establish 
the main point to one’s satisfaction. One 
meets often with such expressions as these: 
“There seems to be authority for the state- 
ment’’; ** as was supposed’’; “some of which 
are said to be owned;” “ it was generally be- 
lieved’’; “this agent was believed to have 
been’; “there is no positive proof that the 
boy - « « Was the same boy left with 
Thomas Williams, but the circumstantial 
evidence is very strong”; and soon.

Santa Clara Valley Vineyards. 

Menlo Park and the Timothy Hopkins vio- 
let farm are thecourt portion of the Santa 
Clara Valley. A few miles down the valley 
toward San José are many vineyards, and be- 
yond the vineyards are prune orchards, where 
last year 29,455,915 pounds of dried prunvs 
were produced. The vineyards are not large 
and many of them are on the foothills. One 
of the mast picturesque of these vineyards is 
owned by the Jesuit Fathers, who conduct the 
Santa Clara College, which they established 
in 1851. It is located near Cuper- 
tino Creek in a wild and  wbeauti- 
ful spot, and extends quite to the 
top of the mountains. Atthe foot of these 
vine-covered heights is a crescent-shaped hill, 
on which is located a retreat. Here those 
connected with the college who are in need of 
recuperation and the rest which is gained by 
a change of occupation come and, working in 
the sunshine on the mountains, grow strong. 
On each horn of the crescent-shaped hill is a 
shrine, standing out a mute challenge to all 
comers to bring out worshipful thoughts.

he Best Buying in Months at New York 
and ChicagomA Lethargic Market Gives 
Way to Fair Animation—Exports Con- 
tinue Liberal, but Cables Weak and 
Weather Conditions Bearish—Operators 
Would Willingly Favor an Advancing 
TendencyPackers Sell Provisions. 

The largely increased cash busines3 in 
overshadowed everything else, and was 
ed by the trade as most important.

were taken for export at the seaboard, while

‘eat reliable advices reported sales at New 
York of 500,000 bu, and as the day wore on 
‘« was increased to the point named, but not 
until the last half hour did the pit respond to 
jt when best prices were made and held to the 
close. During most of the session trade 
was extremely dull and _ featureless, 
with the routine news at hand not of 
sufficient weight to induce vigorous action, 
commission houses having few orders. The 
bears had the time-honored factor of perfect 
weather and crop advices indicating a brilliant 
outlook for winter wheat, the cables were weak 
a shade lower, and the seaboard weak. Re- 
caipts in the Northwest were 100 cars less than a 
year ago, however. at 173 cars, and the markets 
ap there firmer than anywhere else. Receipts at 
all primary points were but moderate at 225,000 
bu; shipments, 82,000 bu. The exports contin- 
ned liberal at 545,000 bu wheat and flour, and 
during the period of local dullness there was 
just enough indefinite talk of increasing cash 
basiness to hold the crowd interested. When this 
merged into actual: figures it was not difficult to 
discern achange in the tone of the speculative 
element, and some of the people who have 
been bearish showed an inclination to change 
front. May wheat, which for three hours and 
more had held around 5844@58\c, worked up to 
58%@58%c and closed at 58c bid, with July at 
60@60%c.

OOMPANY’S STATEMENT IS OONSID- 
ERED SATISFACTORY. 


Property Sold in the.Face of a Quiet Mar- 
ketemResources of Nearly Four and a 
Half Million Dollars=Silverman Ex- 
pects to Resume Next Week=—Listing 
of Mining Stocks Under Consideration 
’ mElevated Railway Stocks Make Ad- 
vances=Gold Taken for Export. 


Notwithstanding the depressed condition of 
the real estate market, especially for vacant 
holdings, the Calumet and Chicago Canal and 
Dock company makes a creditable report to 
its stockholders. Sales of property amount- 
ing to $143,754 were made during the year 
ending Jan. 31, 1894, Acre property valued 
at $118,130 and lots valued at $25,623 were 
disposed of. The sales of lots show a profit 
of 27 per cent and on acres of 33 per cent 
over inventory figures. The only default of 
importance during the year was on the notes 
secured by 113 acres at Stony Island avenue 
and Eighty-seventh street. On this property 
the company received the master’s certificates 
Oct. 10, 1893, amounting to $253,542. 

The President’s report contains the follow- 
ing regarding the condition and prospects of 
the company: 

The lines of the Calumet Electric Street rail- 
way company and the South Chicago City rail- 
way company are both completed and were iu 
full operation during the World’s Fair, and to- 
gether with the steam lines afford much increased 
and ample facilities between South Chicago, Uhi- 
cago. and the adjacent towns.: In this connection 
itis well to note what close observers cannot 
have failed to observe in other cities, and that is 
the importance of electric street car lines in de- 
veloping outlying territory, They certainly bring 
the time nearer when acres may be subdivided 
and sold in lots. 

‘The notable improvement of the year is the 
now elevator being built by the South Chicago 
Elevator company and to be completed April 1. 
It is adjoining the one built last year by the 
same company and will have a capacity of 
1,500,000 bu, making the total capacity of the 
two 2,750,000 bu. 

“The works of the Illinois Steel company at 
South Chicago shut down Sept. 20,1893. The 
stoppage of their pay-roll means a loss of over 
$200,000 per month and for the five months the 
company has been out of blast means a total 
loss to wage-earvers of $1,000,000. When 
we consider that probably 60 per 
cent of the earnings are spent in South Chi- 
cago we readily see what the closing of these 
works means to the merchants and storekeepers 
of South Chicago. Now, however, the mill is 
again in operation, though to a limited extent, 
but it is more than likely that by the date of our 
annual meeting the full force will be engaged in 
what we may hope will be steady employment. 

“ While sales of property have been light dur- 
ing the last six months renewed activity among 
che industries and the opening of spring will 
without doubt bring inquiries for our property. 
There were several inquiries for both dock and 
acre property during the summer for legitimate 
uses that on account of the threatening times did 
not result in sales; but itis fair to assume that 
with more encouraging times these inquiries will 
be renewed,”’

A cash deposit sufficient to pay off these 
claimsin full will be made with the First National 
Bank. Mr. Silverman announces his intention of 
resuming bis old business and of at once retiring 
the notes given to the smalier creditors. 

The Stock Exchange Governing committee held 
a meeting yesterday afternoon to discuss the ad- 
visability of lieting mining stocks on the ex- 
change. The rules ofthe exchange provide for 
listing such stocks, but there is much diversity 
of opinion among members as to the value of the 
addition proposed. The difficulty of discriminat- 
ing between good, bad, and indifferent securities 
is the most serious objection tothe proposed 
measure. A great many of the members favor 
listing a limited number of the dividend-paying 
mining stocks after proper investigation and ex- 
amination. The whole matter was referred to 
the stock-listing committee for a report ata 
future meeting of the Governing committee. 

The trading interest on the Stock Exchange 
was monopolized by the elevated railway stocks. 
Both Alley “‘L”’ and Lake Street were actively 
traded in, and both made advances. 

The range in Lake Street Elevated was from an 
opening at 23% toa high point at 24%, and toa 
close at the top figure. Alley * L " stock made a 
sharper advance, but it was not so well main- 
tained.

SHIPMENT OF GOLD FUR LONDON, 


The Fact Is Ignored in the Steck Market, 
Where Cheerfalness Prevails. 

New York, March 16.—[Special.]—As a result 

of the week’s continued high level of foreign ex- 

change rates $1,250,000 of gold waa ordered to- 


day for shipment by tomorrow’s European steam- 
er. Rather to the surprise of Wali street, this 
consignment, will be made to London. This is 
the first shipment to England on exchange since 
June, 1898. On the stock market the gold ex- 
port news was entirely ignored. The continued 
rumors regarding the President's attitude on the 
seigniorage bill were equally tossed aside. There 
was a steady and vigorous advance throughout the 
list limited to no group of stocks, but naturally 
strongest where yesterday’s short saleswere most 
aggressive.

Some excellent new men have been nomi- 
nated for Aldermen by the Republican ward 
conventions.

Mayor Hopxrns’ suggestion to the Board of 
Education that it should seek headquarters 
elsewhere than in the City Hail seems to meet 
with an encouraging response on the part of 
the School Inspectors.

ALTGELD’S DESIGNS ON LINCOLN PARK, 
When Gov. Altgeld was’ inaugurated Lin- 
coln Park had an excellent Board of Commis- 
sioners, some of whom had been in office for 
along time. Theaffairs of the park had 
been managed intelligently and economically. 
The people of North Chicago and Lake View, 
who pay the expenses of the park, were per- 
fectly satisfied with what had been done and 
never charged that money had been wasted. 
The visitors to Chicago who filied Lincoln 
Park during the Sundays of last summer were 
enthusiastic fn their praise of its beauty. 

Nevertheless the Governor made changes in 
the board. He refused to reappoint Gen. 
Stockton, the oldest and most experienced 
member. ‘The board, as it is now, is sub- 
stantially one of his own making. Neverthe- 
less the Governor is not satisfied with it and 
has called for the resignations of three of its 
members, men who are acceptable to the peo- 
ple of the park district, even if they are not 
to him. : 

His pretended reason for calling for the 
resignations of Messrs. Waller, Kirk, and Heuer 
is: ‘I propose to havea business adminis- 
tration of the affairs of Lincoln Park, This 
board has lacked much of doing things in that 
style.”’ He asserts also that— 

I have felt for a number of years that the work 
done at Lincoln Park was not satisfactory, ‘con- 
sidering the amount of money expended. What 
I want is a competent engineer to supervise the 
work. I have informed the Park Commissioners 


of my wishes and I expect them to secure the 
services of a proper person. 


If the Governor were sincere this would not 
be a sufficient reason. He is not the autocrat 
of Lincoln Park because he appoints the 
Commissioners, If the people think the work 
is done satisfactorily he, 2s Governor, has no 
business to stick in his oar. His interference 
would be unwarranted and impertinent. As 
a citizen he hasaright to make suggestions 
to the Commissioners, but as a Governor he 
has no business to boss them. 

The reason he gives is not the true one, how- 
ever. Hecalls for the resignations of the 
Commissioners because they will not pay his 
election debts and make the park a_ political 
machine. Overa yearago he promised that 
the position of Superintendent of the park, 
now held by a most competent man but a Re. 
publican, should be given to the candidate 


Works and an incompetent Mayor, who knows 


no more of a park than a cow does of music, 
is unspeakably absurd. ee 

- The Commissioners told the Governor, after 
he had been bothering them for some time, 
that they did not think a park engineer was 
needed, and that the present system was the 
most economical one, but that they would 
give him a final answer on the Ist of next 
month. Either he was angry that his Park 
Commissioners should dare to argue with him 
and tell him, to wait for their answer, or he 
was convinced that the answer would not be 
what he desired. Hence his peremptory de- 
mand for these resignations. 

Having called for them he hurries out of the 
State so that he may be out of sight and hear- 
ing of the indignant citizens of North Chicago 
and Lake View, Democrats as well as Repub- 
licans, who are filled with disgust ac the idea 
of their beautiful park being handed over to 
Cregier and his heelers, to be run in the inter- 
est of a gang of politicians, 


A BILL OF PARTICULARS WANTED. 

Not long ago an organization called the 
Chicago Question club, made up of persons 
who are convinced that they “ know 1t a]l,” 
and that the city, county, and State would be 
much better managed if they had the bossing 
ot them, adopted the following: 

Wuereas, The people of the State of [llinois 
are so firmly wrapped in the swaddling clothes 
of the Constitution adopted in 1870 that they 
find themselves prevented from instituting many 
important reforms, especially in regard to the 
items of taxation, judiciary, and municipal gov- 
ernment, and the only feasible way of enabling 
the people to move in the direction of reform is 
by the calling of a constitutional convention. 


The voters of Illinois have not sufficient. 


confidence in the omniscience of the mem- 
bers of the Question club to call a constitu- 
tional convention merely because they say 
there ought to be one. The people would like 
to know first what the changes are which 
these wise men of Chicago want to make in 
the Constitution—what are the reforms con- 
cerning taxation, municipal government, etc., 
which cannot be instituted by amendment 
without a radical overhauling of the whole 
organic law. What is wanted, in brief, is a 
bill of particulars. 

Vague generalities will not do. .It is not 
sufficient to say that the Constitution is bad or 
defective. Its critics must say specifically 
wherein it is bad and what provisions they 
would like to see substituted for those they 
criticise. Let them draw up their formal in- 
dictment if they dare. - But that is something 
they never can be coaxed or driven to do, 
They take-refuge always in the obscurity of 
indefinite denunciation. At the last meeting 
of the Legislature the Democrats undertook 
to rush through a resolution calling for a con- 
stitutional convention. They did not inform 
the people what changes they wanted made. 
They ‘merely said there was need of changes, 
that the present organic law was hide-bound, 
brass-bound, unyielding, and inflexible. But 


+ they would not condescend to go into details 


or tell where and why they wanted morg flexi- 
bility. The truth is they did not dare to teil 
what it.was they really wanted. So they tried 
to get their resolution through by false pre- 
tenses, 

The public has been told often what these 
schemers, tax-eaters, promoters, boodlers, 
and cranks want. The information cannot 
be given too often. They want to emasculate 
the Constitution so that the Legislature can 
have the power once more to sell charters and 
privileges to speculators. That would be a 
profitable business ~for both. The Illinois 
Central was able to secura the passage of the 
Lake-Front bill. The street railways got 
their franchises extended from twenty-five to 
ninéty-nine years. Accommodating Legis- 
latures always sold to corporations or specu- 
lators whatever they would pay the price for. 
In those days corporations could get special 
privileges by paying for them, They cannot 
now and it irritates them. 

Those who clamor for anew Constitution 
want a liberal one which will enable the Leg- 
islature to plunge the State into unlimited 
debt for the purpose of carrying out grand 
improvement schemes, The taxpayers would 
have to pay the interest on the bonds, and the 
Legislature would manage to squander the 
principal, 

Those who are opposed to the restraints of 
the present Constitution want the Legislature 
empowered to authorize counties, cities, and 
towns to mortgage to any extent the property 
of the taxpayers. They want to restore the 
much-abused powers vested in the Legislature 
by the Constitution of 1848 and taken away 
in 1870, after the people had been nearly 
ruinéd. The citizens of many an overtaxed 
municipality have wished for many years that 
the present provision torbidding the loaning 
of credit to railroads had been in force long 
prior to 1870. 

The “ reformers ” also want the Legislature

CENSUS OF MANUFACTURES, 

The census report of manufactures in the 
United States for the year 1890 has been 
given to the public. The statistics include 
those of all classes of mechanical and manu- 
facturing industries. The grand totals are 
given in the right hand column of the follow- 
ing table, those of 1880 being placed side by 
side with them to facilitate comparison:

Dividing the figures for 1890 by those for 
1880 we obtain the following numbers as ro- 
tios. If lessened by unity the remainders 
will show the rate of increase in the decade: 
Capital, 2.19'¢; number of establishments, 
1.40; average number of hands employed, 
1.7444; wages paid during the year, 2.40%; 
ratio of average wages per capita, 1.3814; 
value of materials, 1.52; value of products, 
1.74%. The most striking features of the 
results obtained are as follows: While the 
capital employed in the processes tabulated 
was more than doubled in the course of the 
ten years the value of the aggregate product 
increased nearly 75 per cent, and the 
average number of hands employed in- 
creased in almost precisely the same 
proportion. Practically there was no gain 
in the value of the output per capita 
of workers, the greater efficiency due to a 
larger use of machinery or of better machin- 
ery being just ubout compensated by a lessen- 
ing in the number of hours to the day and by 
diminished selling value of the product, 
which sold for less because it cost less to pro- 
duce it and place it on the market. There 
was a gain of 38% cents on every dollar paid 
to the average worker for wages. In 1880 
the annual wage averaged $346, and in 1890 
the average was $4784¢. It is said that a 
part of this great gain in the compensation 
of labor is due to the substitution of adult 
labor for that of children in some depart- 
ments, but after due allowance has been made 
for this there remains the fact that wages 
were materially higher in 1890 than ten 
years earlier, 

When these gains are compared with the 
fact that in the ten years the population of 
the United States increased only about 25 
per cent it will be evident that mechanical 
and manufacturing industries occupied the 
attention and energies of a much larger per- 
centage of the people at the close of the 
decade than at its beginning. The cities have 
grown more than the rural districts, but the 
people of the cities have been more exten- 
sively and profitably occupied, while the dol- 
lar went farther in purchasing the necessities 
and comforts of life in 1890 than it did in 
1880, the latter fact being shown indirectly 
in the statistics. The barely two billions of 
dollars added by manufacturing processes to 
the value of the raw material used was more 
than doubled for 1890, the value added in 
that year being nearly four and a quarter 
billions, 

It should not be forgotten that the valua- 
tions for both of the years named were made 
on the gold basis. Therefore the substantial 
gains reported were in dollars every one of 
which has the buying power of a gold dollar, 
and it is evident there is not the shadow of 
justification for the claim made by the silver 
extremists that the continued use of the gold 
basis is depreciating values ang incomes of 
the toilers so much as to make the people 
poor. There need not be wanted a more 
efficient answer to the mouthings of these 
blatherskites than that deducible from an in- 
telligent comparison of the census returns of 
manufacturing industries in the United States 
for the years 1880 and 1890. 


RESULTS OF A LIBERAL CONSTITUTION, 

Early in 1870, gvhile the Constitution of 
1848 was still in force, a railroag’company 
offered to build its projected line through the 
Township of Mount Morris, in Ogle County, 
provided the town would give it the extrava- 
gant sum of $75,000 in 10 per cent bonds, 
That was the way in which many roads were 
built prior to 4870. Railroad promoters told 
the voters of the towns and counties that if 
they would vote railroad aid bonds they would 
get railroad facilities and the value of lands 
and crops would be so much greater that they 
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previous understanding, refused to qualify. 
Finally after years of delay the town authori- 


ties had to come to terms, and last year the 


suin of $47,000 was put upon the tax books 
for collection, and as a consequence very 
heavy taxes are bring paid just now by the 
property-owners of the town. This is not the 
entire indebtedness, however, which, owmg 
to the unpaid interest, is about $115,000, all 
of which will have to be paid sooner or later, 

Very many Illinois municipalities plunged 
headlong into debt prior to 1870. Some of 
them, finding they had acted unwisely, tried 
to repudiate their debts, but the courts said 
rightly that they must pay. Others, more 
honest, did not try to shirk their debts, 
though it has been hard work sometimes to 
pay them. An attempt is being made now to 
get a new Constitution which, like the one of 
1848, will permit municipalities to bond 
themselves toany extent for any purpose. 
The schemers and promoters think the people 
can be fooled into voting bonds with as little 
difficulty as of old, and they believe that with 
& more liberal Constitution they could reap 8 
rich harvest. So they would no doubt. 

The property-owners of those Illinois towns 
who are paying off slowly the debts they were 
seduced into making twenty and more years 
ago are not going to be ted into temptation 
again if they can help it. They wish their 
hands had been tied by the Constitution of 
1848, as by that of 1870, and they are not 
going to vote to let down the bars so as to 
give schemers a chance to fool them again. 
These arguments for a “liberal ’’ Constitu- 
tion and a constitutional convention to make 
one meet with no favor in the rura! districts, 
whose inhabitants know what a flexible and 
unrestricted Constitution cost them. 


WAITE A DANGEROUS CRANK. 

So long as Gov. Waite of Colorado content- 
ed himself with crazy speeches and with wild 
threats against all who did not sympathize 
with his yearnings for 50-cent dollars he did 
not deserve much attention, but. when his 
mental weakness manifests itself in wild acts 
then it is time to look out for him and see that 
he is not the cause of irreparable mischief. 
So long as there is any danger of his ordering 
his militia to load, aim, and fire, and of their 
obeying him, the United States troeps ought 
to remain where they are and keep the peace. 
Even if the authority be lacking the necessity 
is obvious. Though the Governor may order 
them off they should not go just yet. 

Day before yesterday the state of affairs 
was such that a single accidental shot might 
have precipitated a bloody conflict which 
would have resulted probably in the wipmg 
out of the militia and in the killing of a great 
many of the curious spectators with whom the 
streets were packed, It is stated that the 
United States troops were marched into Den- 
ver at the requeat of the Governor to aid him. 
Instead of doing that they confined themselves 
strictly to keeping the peace, and it is more 
than probable that their timely appearance 
averted a deadly contest. 

The Governor seems to have had no excuse 
for calling out the militia. He attempted to 
remove two members of the Denver Fire and 
Police Board which the Supreme Court had 
held in the case of previous removals he hada 
right todo. But the men whom he wanted to 
remove refused to vacate and got an injunc- 
tion from the District Court restraining the 
Governor and new appeintees from interfer. 
ing with them. The court held that the Gov- 
ernor could appoint, but in case of resistance 
must resort to the courts to put his appoint- 
ees into office—that he could not induct them 
himself by force. 

The Governor refused to resort to the 
courts, He determined to put in his appoint. | 
ees at the point of the bayonet and so called 
out the militia. He did so in defiance of the 
advice of the leading citizens of Denver and 
of his own counsel, He listened only to his 
own violent, uncontrollable temper, and if he 
had had his way there would have been a good 
deal of blood spilt. 

It is barely possible that the members of 
the Police Board whom he is trying to oust 
ought to be removed. It may be they are 


making a vexatious and unjustifiable fight to / 


stay where they are, but that does not excuse 
Gov, Waite for this last mad act. The only 
excuse which can be made for him is that he 
is mentally irresponsible. Populism, free 
silverism, and other forms of crankery may 
have affected his brain. In that case it is all 
the more advisable that the United States 
troops should remain serenely at their post 
and see that he harms no one in his madness, 


Ir appears that the officers of the Lake 
Shore road object to certain provisions of the 
track elevation ordinunce prepared by the 
Mayor and the Corporation Counsel and re- 
ported to the Council last Monday, and say 
that they will not accept it if itis passed in its 
present form, The railroad officials object 
especially to the provision for the payment of 
land' damages north of Twenty-second street. 
They are willing to pav $50,000 for those 
damages, but will not submit to a larger 
mulect. The ordinance, which will be called 
up as a special order next Monday, should be 
passed in its present form notwithstanding 
the protest of’ the railroad officials. It is rea- 
sonable and fair. The damage clauses have 
been modified as much as they ought to be 
in the interest of the railroads. Those cor- 
porations are liable for all the expense of re- 
storing the safe crossings which they have de- 
stroyed north of Twenty-second street. If 
the company does not accept a reasonable 
ordinance the courts may compel them to do 
so. In the meantime the Mayor can make it 
exceedingly interesting for the railroad men. 
They occupy various public thoroughfares 
with their tracks without authority of law. 
Those tracks laid in defiance of the public 
rights ought to be tornup. They‘violate the 
smoke ordinance and the rate of speed ordi- 
nance. They can be compelled to comply 
with both. They can be prevented from run- 
ning long lines of cars over their tracks in 
detiance of the municipal laws. There are a 
hundred ways in which a resolute, energetic 
Mayor may be able to compel the Vanderbiit 
corporation to deal honestly and fairly by the 
city. If Mayor Hopkins will act resolutely 
he will have the hearty and unqualified ap- 
proval and support of all good citizens, Let 
the ordinance be passed next Monday.

If this information be given as 
explaining why the reported aggregate should 
be something like 100 millions greater than 
the estimate of quantity fairly deducible from 
previous statistic; by the department it is an 
awkward one, and if not, it was unnecessary. 
The annual statements made by Mr. Dodge al- 
ways were understood to include all the wheat 
remaining in the hands of farmers at the 
beginning of March, except that now and then 
a carping hint was thrown out by some one 
to. the effect that it did not take into account 
the overplus from previous crops. In the 
absence of any hint to the contrary the 
statistician was understood to mean that his 
figures covered the whole of the invisible 
supply not taken away from the farm at the 
date for which the report was compiled. If 
it did not mean this it was grossly mislead- 
ing, and far worse than useless because it be- 
guiled all those who trusted in it. Ere long 
it will be in arder to ask whatare our crop 
statistics worth ‘anyhow, and is there any 
good: reason for keeping them up at the ex- 
pense of the Nation, which is fooled by them 
to the exact extent that any importance is 
attached to the costly statements?

_* the second place, a great point, ap- 
parently, is made of the fact that air bubbles 
ean be excluded better in small pieces of 
giass than in large pieces, and the statement 
is made as coming from Gathman that “a 
single air bubble, however small,ina lens 
however large, renders that lens worthless, 
the reason being that it splits and refracts 
certain rays of light and causes confusion at 
the focal point.’’ This statement amused 
Mr. Clark, the manufacturer, and the pro- 
fessors at the Hatvard Observatory. 

‘*Why, there is hardly a lens of whatever 
size that is free from air bubbles,” 
said one professor who is a_ well- 
known scientist sa authority on telescopes. 
** Asa matter of fact the big 26-inch refrac- 
tor at the University of Virginia has several 
air bubbles. The only harm they do is to cut 
off the least bit of light. Were large or small 
sections made the air bubbles would be there 
just the same. The difficulty comes largely 
in getting the giass absolutely correct—that 
is, correct so that the rays of light are in 
every part of the objective glass in_ perfect 
accord, There must not be the slightest va- 
riance on the surface. To get ‘the giasses to 
this perfection requires a great deal of time 
and patience and the most minute tests. 


‘*A glass can be tested to the 100,000th 


part of an inch with a spherometer, and after 
that is done even finer tests are made by 
light. The tests by light are made in the 
dark room with imaginary staré for objects. 
Now it stands to reason, let alone the scien- 
tific part of it; that to make a lens so fine 
that by only rubbing the hand over the giass 
changes its correctness must be more diffi. 
cult to make in sections when each section 
must be so- correctiy in accord with 
the other that there is a_ perfect 
connection of rays at every point. 
I think the man doesn’t know what he is talk- 
ing about, And as for seeing to pick up pins 
on the moon and distinguishing men on Mars 
it is absurd for numerous reasons. In the 
first place tine imperfections and vibrations of 
atmosphere duil and distort the rays of light 
too much. And suppose you could see a pin 
a mile away. The moon is 240,000 miles 
away. To bring that to the distance of one 
mile, even if there were no atmospheric im- 
perfections, it would require a telescope with 
an objective twenty feet in diameter with an 
‘emergent pencil’ having a diameter in the 
proportion of 100th of an inch to the diame- 
ter of the objective, and that proportion isnt 
practicable. One of the highest authorities 
tells us that when the diameter of the emer- 
gent pencil is reduced below one-fiftieth of 
an inch in diameter there is a diffraction of 
the rays, and outlines become confused or in- 
distinct.” 

Mr. Alvan Clark said he did not care to 
iva much of an opinion on the matter. He 
thought Mr. Gathman very wild in his state- 
ments and knew little what he was talking 
about. The statement that the outer double 
convex lens is made of plate glass was entirely 
wrong, he said, as it is crown glass, and that 
he knew of no such thing in the manufacture 
of lenses as *‘ piate’’ giass. Giass is usually 
styled “crown” and *fiint” glass. ae 

As to the single piece of glass ** sagging 
or “mashing” together so that it dis- 
torts the rays, the opinion of the Clarks and 
Harvard professors is that a sectional lens 
would be more likely to do this. The Clarks 
have made the Lick 36-inch telescope, the 
Pulkowa 30-inch, Washington 26-inch, Uni- 
versity of Virginia 26-inch,, Bruce photo- 
graphic 24-inch, besides several 23, 20, 18, 
16, 15, and 12 inch telescopes.

New York, March 16.—A dispatch received 
from Chicago today says it is reported in 
Kansas City that Judge Caldwell has instruct- 
ed the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé re- 
ceivers to hurry the receivership toan end 
without delay because of the alleged schemes 
which, he says, he will not prostitute his 
court to carry out. Receivers Reinhart and 
McCook are not in New York at the present 
time, but an official of the road who wishes 
his name withheld said he believed the re- 
port untrue, “If,” gaid he, ‘‘ Judge Caldwell 
had given such instructions to the receivers, 
he would have done so in the form of a public 
order, to bé placed on file by his clerk. I 
know of no schemeson the part of the re- 
ceivers, alleged or otherwise. The report 
evidently emanatad from. some one opposed 
to receivership.”’ 

{In railroad circles here the opinion is ex- 
pressed that the above is a canard manufactured 
outof whole cloth and circulated for the ex- 
press purpose of 2 suspicion upon the man- 
agement of the foad by the receivers. Every 
fair-minded person admits that the receivers of 
the Santa Fé have pursued a. careful and con- 
servative course yince their appointment to that 
position. In this: respect the Santa Fé manage- 
ment shows quite a contrast with that of the 
Union Pacific, which has done everything in its 
power to demoralize rates since the appointment 
of receivers. Thé company's condition is far 
better teday than it was when the receivers 
took eharge, and 80 bright have 
the prospects become that steps are 
now being taken to reorganize the company and 
take the property out of the hands of _the re- 
ceivers, o months ago President Reinhart 
made the statement to a reporter of THE TRIBUNE 
that it was the intention to reorganize the road 
early in the spring and that ail details for the re- 
organization had been agreed upon. This shows 
conclusively that the present movement to end 
the receivership is not due to any fear of Judge 
Caldwell that the receivers are not doing their 
full duty. ] 


IMMIGRANT TROUBLES DISCUSSED. 
Lomax Protests Against Charges of Bad 
Faith on Part of Union Pacific. 


Considerable correspondence has lately 
been going on betweeen General Passenger 
Agent Lomax of the Union Pacific and Chair- 
man Caldwell of the Western Passenger As- 
sociation regarding immigrant busiuess from 
New York to points in the West. Mr. Lomax 
complains that General Agent Pratt had 
threatened to increase commissions on ac- 
count of bad faith of} the Union Pacific. 
Denial is made by Mr. ILomax that the Union 
Pacific was responsible for demoralization in 
rates and he claims that he is waiting for a 
proposition from the Western Passenger As- 
sociation. In reply to Mr. Lomax’s com- 
plaints Mr. Caldwell says that Mr. Pratt 
makes absolute denial of having made any 
statement with respect to increase in coim- 
missions on the part of association lines. 
He admits that Mr. Pratt, quite properly, 
called upon Mr. McDonnell, the New York 
Immigrant Agent, for a statement of busi- 
ness ticketed over the Northwestern in con- 
nection with the Union Pacific and other 
roads. Mr. Pratt, as the representative of the 
association, he says, is devoting his best ef- 
fort to conserving the revenue of lines inter- 
ested in this business and which is the pur- 
pose of .the immigrant agreement. While 
Mr. Caldwell feels certain that association 
lines would be gratified to have the entire co- 
operation of the Union Pacific in connection 
with the immigrant agreement, he does not 
think that under present circumstances it is 
possible that any plan can be agreed upon 
which would grant to any) one line an arbi- 
trary percentage involving a larger propor- 
tion of the business than wag awarded by the 
Division committee. 


AGREED TO MAINTAIN RATES, 
Eastern Railroad Managers Take Action 
Regarding Grain Tariffs. 

At the meeting of the joint committee of 
Eastern roads with the Presidents of the 
trunk lines held in New York last Thursday 
the following resolutions regarding east- 
bound freight rates were adopted: 

Resolved, That effective April 2 the east-bound 
freight rates be maintained on the following 
basis Chicago to New York: Grain and its 
products, 20 cents per 100 pounds. All other ar- 
ticles- and classes at the rates of the authorized 
tariffs in effect prior to Nov. 26, 1893. 

Resolved, That all traffic received from shippers 
or connecting lines at Chicago, and points taking 
the Chicago percentage scale basis, on and after 
April 2, shall be charged at such rates regardless 
of the date of shipment from other origin points. 

As no tariffs have been issued by any of the 
roads at less than the 20-cent basis, the above 
action is an acknowledgment that the roads 
have been taking grain at much less than 
tariff. The action also indicates that the 
grain rate will not be restored again to the 
25-cent basis during the spring or summer. 
It is generally admitted by the railroad offi- 
cials that owing to the low pricesof grain 
now prevailinga higher ratethan 20 cents 
could not possibly be maintained and some 
think that it will be impossible to maintain a 
higher rate than 1744 cents. 


LISTING OF SOUTHERN PACIFIC BONDS, 
Counsel for the Company Explains Why 
Application Was Made. 

New Yorx, March 16.—Charies H. Tweed, 
counsel for the Southern Pacific railroad 
company, explains the application of that 
company to the Stock Exchange for the list- 
ing of some bonds as follows: ‘* The applica- 
tion was not for the listing of bonds of a new 
issue, but for listing additional bonds of an 
issue a portion of which was listed in De. 
cember of last year. Most of the bonds cov- 
ered by the application were bonds of the 
issue of 1893, issued in exchange for the like 
amount of bonds issued under the Southern 
Pacific railroad company’s mortgage of 1888, 
which exchanged bondsare to be struck off from 
the list simultaneously with the listing of the 
bonds of 1893. Only $1,708,000 of the 
bonds applied to be listed are issued against 
new construction work which was not 
covered by the application made in No. 
vember of last year. The exchanges up 
to the present time of bonds of 1888 
for bonds of 1893 which are covered by this 
application aggregate upward of $5,000,000, 
and exchanges of considerable further 
amounts of the bonds of 1888 for bonds of 
1893 are being made. It is expected that all 
of the bonds of 1888 will soon be exchanged 
for the bonds of 1893, I do not understand 
that any questhhon was raised about granting 
the application except that it was desired that 
the company should expressly ratify the ap- 
plication, which was signed by the New York 
agent of the company instead of its officers, 
who are now all in Cal¥fornia.”’

As giving effect to the action of the passen- 
ger department of the Centra! Traflic Association 
(‘commissioner Donald announces that for the 
occasion of the convention of the Young People’s 
Society of Christian Endeavor of Indiana at 
Danville, Ind., March 30 toApril 1, special ex- 
cursion tickets may be sold by association lines 
from all points in Indiana at the rate of one fare 
for the round trip. 

Chairman Caldwell of the Western Passen- 
ger Association made a ruling yesterday with re- 
spect to basis of division required from connect- 
ing lines on certain World's Fair business,. It is 
to the effect that when connecting lines base on a 
higher rate than that authorized, the road is en- 
titled to its proportion of the higher rate, or, in 
other words, that association lines should receive 
proper proportions established upon the custom- 
ary basis of division. 


COLUMBIAN MUSEUM SELLS AN EXHIBIT. 


Iron Work Shown by a German Firm Goes 
for a Low Price. 


The Swarts Iron and Metal company has 
purchased of the Columbian Museum for 
$3,000 the iron exhibit of Strumm Bros., 
Germany, which was in the Mines and Mining 
Building during the Fair. The exhibit cost 
Strumm Bros. $75,000 and contained aspeci- 
mene of all iron work manufactured by that 
firm. it weighed 900,000 pounds and re. 

uired almost a year to be put in exhibition 
shape, in the form of an obelisk and pyramid 
of rails. At the closé of the Fair the exhibit 
was presented to the Columbian Museum. It 
was accepted, but was found to be too large 
for museum purposes. The iron was accord-

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To understand it aright we must cast a 
backward giance on the election of 1892. 
The canvass of that year on the part of the 
Democracy was the boldest and most success- 
ful fraud since the somewhat similar one of 
1844.

The bogy of a 
defunct and buried force bill was effectively 
used, farmers were dazzled with the prospect 
of $1.25 wheat, while workingmen were told 
that the tariff had nothing todo with wages. 
The anti-snappers were lured with the hopes 
of a vindication of the principles for 
which they bad struggled, while the Tam- 


many tiger was placated in the mysteries of | 


the Victoria Hotel dinner. Thus with con- 
summate but short-sighted skill the managers 
succeeded in uniting in Mr, Cleveland's sup- 
port the most incongruous and antagonistic 
elements. So heterogeneows a combination 
of voters was never before marshaled to. 
gether at the polls. Its nucleus was that 
standing menace to our institutions, the solid 
South, with its votes in Congress and the 
electoral college based on the freedmen, 
whose ballots are practically suppressed. 
Allied with thia were the great corporations 
in sugar, beer, and whisky; Tammany Hall 
in New York; the race track gamblers in 
New Jersey; the Anarchists and enemies of 
the public schools in Illinois; and the Social: 
ists who under various disguises have obtained 
so wide a following beyond the Mississippi. 
Mr. Cleveland marched to triumph at the 
head of all the dangerous classes of the Repub- 
he. It was a Pyrrhie victory, and the success of 
an adininistration so brought into power would 
be a reversal of the moral law. When 
the time came to redeem the assortment of 
mutually destructive pledges made for Mr, 
Cleveland by his lieutenants there inevitably 
ensued the disintegration and demoralization 
which are rendering Congress an object of 
contempt, and which ate only kept under 
fitful control by a ere “eon of patronage 
more cynical than has hitherto disgraced the 
Nation. No great party in our history was 
ever before placed in a position so humiliating 
as was the Democracy when, in order to 
carry out the silver policy of its platform, it 
was obliged to call upon its cheated and de- 
feated opponents to overcome the majority of 
its own members; nor is it today able to con- 
trol the antics of Mr. Bland with that majority 
at his back, or to prevent its helpless and 
nerveless Secretary of the Treasury from toy- 
ing with the illusive pros of $55,000,000 
of fiat money to be based on the swindle of 
the so-called seigniorage. 

It is small wonder that the land which two 
years since was so prosperous is now paralyzed 
with fear of ‘the possibilities which lie before 
us atthe hands of the motley mob gathered 
in the halls of Congress. Nor,in consider- 
ing the etfect of this upon the popular mind, 
can we omit the bitter humiliation arising 
from the fact that we are delivered over 
to the tender mercies of the South. To 
one whose memories of the civil war are still 
fresh it would seem impossible that the van- 
guished South should already, by means of 
the Democratic party, have become domi- 
nant in the Union, into which it was coerced. 
Yet so itis. It may please Mr. Hewitt to dis- 
parage the statesinanship of the South, but 
in so doing he only passes a sentence of the 
severest condemnation on his own party, 
which is so abjectly under Southern control, 
and is content to be the instrument through 
which the lately rebellious States rule the re- 
public. The Southis thus enabled to look 
with patience on the spectacle of the suffer- 
ing industries of the North—the silent forges, 
the closed .aills, the hundreds of thousands 
of starving men and women  convert- 
ed from industrious operatives to de- 
pendents on charity. To one who de- 
plores this desolation it adds a sense of shame 
to reflect that the vast and complex structure 
of Northern civilization was placed in the 
House of Representatives at the mercy of a 
little knot of Southern country lawyers, and 
that in the Senate Missouri, Arkansas, and 
Texas furnish the men who counsel to- 
gether on the destinies of Massachusetts, 
New York, and’ Pennsylvania. Under such 


‘conditions it is no wonder that the policy 


adupted seems as though it were meant for 
the Grand Duchy of Gerolstein. To meet an 
approaching deficit of seventy millions a 
tariff is framed deliberately estimated to re- 
duce the revenues seventy-five millions more, 
and to fill this yawning abvsas resort is had to 
the most unjust and detested of war taxes— 
the tax on incomes, Moreover,as though 
to advertise the predetermined purpose 
of this, the tax is so devised as to 
throw the burden mainly.on the industrious 
communities of the North. Under the $4,000 
exemption it is reasonably fair to predict that 
south of the Potomac the returns will not de- 
fray the cost of collection, and that the prac- 
tical working of the law will be to send money 
into that region rather than draw it thence. 
When the South can accomplished legislation 
so purely sectionai Gettysburg and the Five 
Forks are avenged, 

That sectionalism is in fact the guiding 
principle of this series of measures would ap- 
pear evident from the fact that the hateful 
burden thus to be imposéd upon the North 
is wholly a work of supererogation—that 
therg are ample sources of revenue accessi- 
bleAvhich would fill the deficit, and would 
hye the sepreme advantage of immediate 

vailability and of reasonable certainty. 
The proposed income tax will produce no re- 
turns tor eighteen months, when the amount 
which it will realize is purely conjectural, and 
will be as small as the ingenuity of its victims 
can makeit. In spite of penalties and of the 
most odious system of inquisition, there 
will be a ‘rankhng sense of injustice 
that will prompt the employment of 
all -practical means of evasion. The 
scanty income of the widow and the orphan 
can be reached through the corporations, but 
thte individual will largeiy escape, as Mr. Til- 
den did; nor can the Democracy, which con- 
sidered this shrewdness no bar to his election 
to the Presidency, complain if. his example 
should be imitated. Statesmen in framing 
legislation take all such elements into consid- 
eration, but statesmanship seems to be a lost 
art to the party in power. 

It is useless for those who voted for Mr. 
Cleveland in the fond belief that he was 
better than his party to look to him for 
relief. When he accepted office at the hands 
of such a fortuitous agglomeration of in- 
congruous factions as that which was fraudu- 
lently gathered to his support he forfeited 
all influence over his supporters fave that de- 
rived from the prostitution of patronage, 
and this is an influence which necessarily 
exhausts itself. Nor can there be any sane 
expectation of help from a President who, 
during a period of such unexampled national 
distress, busies himself in quixotic endeavors 
to right the wrongs of dusky savage damsels 
in the Pacific—a knight errantry which Prof. 
Woolsey has shown to be eminently super- 
fluous and which pnapleasantly suggests the 
fiddling of Nero while Rome was burning. 

The only comfort which a lover of his coun- 
try can extract from the situation is the hope 
that it cannot last. The tunhallowed corm- 
bination which elected Mr. Cleveland is a 
rope of sand, and is rapialy resolving itself 
into its original elements, as one sec- 
tion ‘after another discovers that ‘the 
multitudinovs and incompatible pledges 
given in his name must be dishonored. What 
is to be the result it is impossibie as yet to 
forecast. The recent elections are encourag- 
ing, inasmuch as they indicate a revival and 
reconsolidation of conservatism—a protest 
against the mnovating fadicalism into 
which the Democratic party has found itself 
forced. 

On the other hand, there are prospects 
which are by no means reassuring. The so- 
cialistic alliances of the Democracy have 
given to the wild theories of Populism a na- 
tional character which may render them su- 
premely dangerous in the near future. Of 
this we have a foretaste in the support which 
the South has secured from the West 
for its income tax project. Democracy may 
find in socialism its Frankenstein. We may 
be on the threshold of a new division of par- 
ties, in which all the conservative elements 
of the Nation may be forced to raily around 
the Republican standard as the sole hope of 
resisting a series of disastrous experiments 
which will threaten the very fabric of so-

NO USE FOR J. STERLING MORTON, 


Nebraska Democrats Dislike Cleveland’s 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

Omana, Neb., March 11.—[Special Corre- 
spondence, |—The recent hanging in effigy of 
J. Sterling Morton, Secretary of Agriculture, 
at his home, Nebraska City, was an event 
which, although condemnable and atrocious 
in itself, serves to throwa side light on the 
present condition of Nebraska politics. 
When only one year ago Mr, Morton en- 
tered Cleveland’s Cabinet the appointment 
was hailed as a recognition of the Western 
Democracy, and especially of the Nebraska 
Democracy. Morton was lauded to the skies 
and pronounced one of the eminent men 
of the West. To appreciate properly 
this great compliment it was presumed 
that the Nebraska Democracy would 
at once proceed to bury the Repub. 
licans and Populists and make great gains in 
votes, Un the contrary, the Nebraska De- 
mocracy is today the most thoroughly disor- 
ganized, discouraged, bickering, and undone 
party in the West, And it is generally con- 
ceded that for this turbulent condition no one 
is more responsible than the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, 

It has been revealed that Morton is one of 
the must unpopular men in this State. Al. 
though ‘his party’s nomineea dozen times 
in the iast thirty years he has not 
been elected to a_e single office’ in 
that time. He is utterly out of touch with 
his environments. Always a reserved, aus- 
tere, and exclusive man, he has never received 
the confidence of the people. The old settlers 
claim that he never made a cent by farming, 
but laid the basis for his fortune by lobbying 
for and ** promoting”’ railway bond schemes 
in the latter ‘60s, Indeed, there are many 
harsh statements being made just now about 
Morton by Nebraska Democrats, When he 
entered the Cabinet and jt was announced that 
he would take charge of the Nebraska patron- 
age distribution there were many evidences 
of disapproval. This dissent was mild, how- 
ever, compared with the uproar which fol- 
lowed the appointments. It required only a 
few appointments to reveal to ail that Morton 
had determined to favor only ‘* administra- 
tion ’’ applicants and to ignore absolutely all 
silver Democrats. 

To appreciate just what such a course 
mcans it needs to be known that the Nebraska 
Democracy has been for years wedded to the 
free silver lunacy. All its campaigns and 
victories have been conducted on free silver 
platforms. Morton’s constant defeats were 
due largely to his perennial denunciation of 
free coinage. At least three-fourths of the 
Nebraska Democrats are free silver advocates. 
The attempt by Morton to recognize this 
anti-silver one-fourth as the whole party could 
only result in disruption and demoralization. 
The most conspicuous silver leader in the 
State is Congressman William J. Bryan, 
whose fulminations on 
familiar to all newspaper 
Bryan represents his constituents. 
party is racy | in the minority 
in his district, but he achieved election by the 
aid of 4,000 Populists who bolted their candi- 
date. He himself is as popular as his free 
silver principles, and when his recommenda- 
tions were disregarded and his candidates 
ignored nearly all the Democrats of the State 
became indignant. But their protests were 
unavailing. The administration continues to 
get the offices while the free-silver men and 
country editors who follow Bryan see the 
Postmasterships go glimmering. Several 
editors have recanted on silver and received 
offices as their rewards, 

Last October Bryan came home to secure 
an indorsement of, his course in the extra 
session, but the Morton-men were too sharp 
for him. That convention was packed 
with Postoffice appointees and  appii- 
ecants and their friends. They were 
commanded to be delegates by Morton’s emis- 
saries and they knew the penalty of indorsing 
Bryan. This is the cimple secret of Bryan's 
‘repudiation’? and of the great boast that 
‘* Nebraska Democrats sto up for honest 
money.” The ticket which was there nomi- 
nated was the worst beaten of any Demo- 
cratic ticket in the State’s history, receiving 
but 20 per ceut of the votes cast, 

Since election the work of disintegration 
has gone on much more rapidly. Scarcely a 
Democratic paper in the State, unless subsi- 
dized by office, upholds Morton, while many 
other editors, even though not candidates for 
office, are censuring Morten.roundly. At the 
Jacksonian banquet held here Dr. George L. 
Miller, the Democratic sage, in a sen- 
sational speech gave publicity to 
the Democracy’s demoralized condition 
and pleaded vainly for harmony. 
Morton’s appointment of several Republicans 
to offices has excited great opposition. The 
effigy incident was the result of the violent 
indignation of local Democrats over the ap- 
pointment of a Republican to an office in that 
county. 

The spasmodic attempt to become virtuous 
on the money question made by the Nebraska 
Democracy at the State convention last year 
was too sudden and violently opposed to tra- 
dition to be successful, and it has. divided the 
party. The leaders of the Democracy are at- 
tempting to arrange a fusion with the Popu- 
lists for the approaching campaign, but the 
latter decline; and the great Democracy of 
Morton’s State will go into this campaign 
with the alluring expectation of winning not 
one State officer or Congressman, and not a 
dozen members of the Legislature.

Fiery Woman Patriot. 

‘©. K.” has another significance than the 
one usually attuched to it. In Russia O. K.

It Is Supposed to Date Back'to the Begin. 
. ning of the Christian Era. 

Francella A. Hitcheock in the Doll’s Dress- 
maker tells an interesting story of the famous 
Bambino di Ara Coeli whith is far older than 
our grandmothers or our great-grandmoth- 
ers for many generations back. It is the old- 
est doll in the world, and, if tradition is true, 
almost as old as the Christian religion, for it 
is claimed to have been carved out of a tree 
from the Mount of Olives in the time of the 
Apostles, and to have been painted by St. 
Luke. 

However, be this true or not, it has been in 
the ** Eternal City ” many hundreds of years, 
and it is called the Ara Coeli Bambino (baby) 
because the church of that name, one of the 
oldest and most interesting in Rome, is its 
home. 

This chureh is built on the site of a very an- 
cient Pagan temple, and its nave is formed of 
twenty-two columns, the spoils of the ancient

buildings, the inscription on the third on the 
left proving it to have been brought from the 
Palace of the Caesars.

While nothing very elaborate is indi- 
cated, yet the bills are substantial, as befits a 
sturdy English woman and a Queen, But at 
the Waldorf, or any other modern American 
hotel, the person who can pay will be served 
equally as well. In the maze of foreign 
words which covers most of the more or less 
attractive dishes it is noticeable that the 
patriotic instinct has decreed that roast beef 
shall not masquerade in a foreign dress, but 
shall stand forth in all its British ruggedness.
